WEDDING SUIT, 
Police Declare That Former Bank | 
Employee Whe Uses Alleged Spu- 
rious Checks Bolstered Up by De- 
posit Record Secured Much Money 
and Goods from Victims Mere. 


Charges which, if proved, will stamp 
James A. Woodbury as one of. the 
smoothest bank swindilers of the year, 
were made at police headquarters yes- 
terday by various concerns, which al- 
lege they have been duped through 
the man's cleverness. 

Woodbury, a man of middle age and 
unusual polish, with clothes always 
of the latest model and manners 
faultiess, is even alleged to have swin- 
died the tailor out of the suit in which 
he was married. 

The specific charge againet Wood- 
bury, and which caused the issuance 
of a warrant for his arrest a 
charge of passing a worthless check, 
comes from the 
pany. But this is only one of many. 

The Pinkertons, the Blair and the 
Harris detective agencies are working 
on the case, as well as the police. 
Weodbury is believ to be wending 
his way to Chicago or some other east- 
ern point, teaving his troubles and a 
young wife behind him. The wife is 
a recent acquisition, having been ob- 
tained about three months ago. 

Complaints against the one-time 
broker assert that he quit the bro- 
kerage business and entered the All 
Night and Day Bank as a trusted 
employé; that while there ne began to 
put his system of worthless drafts 
into effect—depositing practically 
worthless drafts in one bank, having 
them entered in hig deposit book, and 
then using this book as a guarantee 
of his financial standing so that he 
might float worthless checks. 

It is alleged he Worked this game 
on the Park Savings Bank and the 
Citizens’ National, but that they saw 
through his scheme before he was able 
to do much harm, Detectives say 
Woodbury added to his already com- 
plicated 8 at the All Night and 
Day Bank by borrowing $1000 to cover 
the deficits at the other two banks. 

The Hollywood bank was the next. 
It is alleged that he worked his game 
there until he had deposited drafts to 
the extent of $9000, being warned reg- 
ularly by the bank against drawing 
against these accounts on the ground 
that the drafts might not bear investl- 
gation. 

With this nest-egg showing on his 
deposit book, Woodbury seems to have 
started to look for prey. Tailors 
haberdashers and others, according to 
the police, furnished him with the lat- 
est of fashions. He then tried B. G. 
Lathrop, manager for J. C. Wilson, a 
member of the New York Stock Ex- 
change. Detectives have the report 
that Lathrop was swindled out of $500. 
It was then that Woodbury ts alleged 
to have turned his attention to Jevne's 
for a large order of select cigars and

To “return to our muttons’: On 
April 7, 18%, the Chamber of Com- 
merce—and so far, for the-enly time 
in its existence—took a vote of its 
members, tne question being San 
Pedro or Santa Monica. The mem ber - 
hip of the Chamber of Commerce at 
that time was about 550. The vote re- 
suited as follows: San Pedro, 328; 
Santa Monica, 131. By unanimous vote 
tae members of the chamber decided 
to send the result of this ballot with 
another especial delegate to Washing- 
ton. The late Senator White was then 
on the Senate Committee on Com- 
merce. R was mainly due to hig tire- 
jean, fearless, and determined course 
that the people of Los Angeles finaliy 
won their victory. Representative 
James McLachlan was always an 
certain factor in the fight. Much was.

In June, 1664, the Commerce Com- 
mitte of the Benate give a hearing on 
the harbor question. C., F. Hunting- 
ton, who appeared in person, asked for

Mr. Huntington had been before the 
Senate Committee, and had put in a 
demand for $3,000,000 for Santa Monica. 
This brought up the absurd 4 
tion for a “double harbor“ —a small ap- 
propriation at San Pedro and a big one 
at Santa Monica. BDinger Hermann, of 
Oregon, a member of the House Com- 
mittee on Rivers and Harbors, appears 
to have been mainly responsible for 
this preposterous attempt to throw 
dust—or rather salt sprav-—in the eyes 
of the people. Two harbors within 
twenty miles on a coast that had no 
harbors at all for 600 miles! However, 
these two items appeared in the list of 
continuing contracts; San Pedro, $392,- 
000: Santa Monica, $3,098,000. Los An-

This “dcuble appropriation” fake 
ereated much excitement in Log An- 
géeles. The newspapers were full of it. 
Masa meetings were held representing 
both sides of the controversy. Not a 
few weak-kneed individuals argued 
that it would, be better to take half a 
loaf than no bread, forgetting that 
they would quite likely not get even

posed that a w commission should 
be appointed, that its action should 
be made absolutely final by the device 
of appropriating the money in ad- 
vance to go to whichever place should 
receive the cecision. This reasonable 
demand was refused by the committee. 
In May, 1896, Senator White supported 
this motion in the open Senate, his 
speech lasting two days. The debate 
occupied most of the time of the 
Senate for five days, during a busy 
session. This had now become a na- 
tional questicn—a national scandal, 
in fact. Leading journals of the coun- 


they were on the side of the free har- 
bor. At last en amendment was passed 
calling for the appointment of a board 
of five engineers, one from the Navy, 
one from the Coast and Geodctic Sur- 
vey, and three from civil life, to /be 
named by the President. The $392/000 
for San Pedro was restored to the bill 
with the understanding that if the 
deep-water harbor went tc that place 
the amount was not to be spent there. 
I this form the bill passed both 
houses. 

Thus for the fourth time the loca- 
tion of a deep-water harbor was sub- 
mitted to a commission for “final” set- 
ftiement. It had begun to look like one 
of Patti's farewell tours. In October, 
1896, the appointments to the com- 
mission were made. It wus headed by 
Admiral John G.. Walker of the Navy. 
Public sessions of the board were held 
at the Los Angeles Chamber of Com- 
merce in December, lasting seven days, 
some weeks having previousiy been 
spent in studying the tecnnical fea- 
tures Of the question, a oat of the 
Coast Survey being placed at the dis- 
posal of the commission, which spent 
two months in a thorough, practical 
investigation of the sites. The report 
of the board, a bulky volume, was 
filed on March 1, 1897. It concluded 
as follows: “Taking all these consid- 
erations together, this board reports 
in favor of San Pedro ag she location 
for a deep-water harbor for commerce 
and of refuge in Southern California.” 
This part of the report was signed by 
all the five members of che commis- 
sion except Richard P. Morgan, who 
later filed a minority report in which 
he mentioned as a reason why the har- 
bor should gc to Santa Monica, its 
“natural features of beauty and 
grandeur,” ard its name, “Port Los 
Angeles,” “hich he thought more ap- 
propriate than San Pedro! 

The decision of the board naturally 
nroused great enthusiasm in Los An- 
geles However, there was more 
trouble ahead. Gen. Russell A. Alger 
had been appointed Secretary of War. 
He had previously visited Los Ange- 
les as a guest of the Southern Pacific 
Company, and in an interview had de- 
clared himself in favor ‘of Santa Mon- 
lem, Thie accounts for the fact that 
although the decision was rendered in 
March, 1897, it was not until April, 
1899, that work commenced on the 
breakwater. It was for this reason that 
Alger came to be known hereabouts as 
the “Secretary of Delay.” Repeated 
entreaties and inquiries had no effect 
upon him. He refused to state when 
he would advertise for bids. Senator 
White introd un resolution in the 
Senate asking Why. In his answer the 
Secretary presented a tot of devious 
and transparent excuses. Then Sen- 
ator White introduced a brief. resoiy- 
tion instructing the Secretary to pro- 
ceed without delay. Soon after that 
Congress adjourned. It was adopted. 
Still Alger did nothing, but brought 
forward more excuses. Then the peo- 

le of Southern California appealed 
irectiy to President MeKiniey.. The 
Secretary said he would leave the de- 
Cision the matter with the Attor- 
ney- General. The latter promptly de- 
elared there were no legal obstacies 
in the way. of beginning -work. - So 
passed the summer and fall of 1897. The

In October, 1897, Alger trotted out 
his next excuse, which was that the 
bl made no direct appropriation, and 
therefore, that nothing could be done 
until Congress met again. After that 
he discovered that he had no money to 
pay for the advertisement. In answer 
to this telegrams reached him from 
all the papers in Los Angeles, end sev- 
eral from San Francisco, offering to in- 
sert the advertisement free of charge, 


and from the Los Angeles Chamber of 


Commerce offering to pay the bin, 
whatever it might be. Aiger thought 
this would not be “dignified,” and said 


he had submitted the question of 


funds for advertising to the Judge- 
Advocate-General, who finally decided 
that the balance of the $50,000 appro- 
priated for the expense of the investi- 


rgation was available. 


Meantime, Atty.-Gen. McKenna had 
been placed on the Supreme bench, and 
his place filled by John W. Griggs. Mr. 
Alger now proposed to submit the mat- 
ter to him. A former army comrade of 
President McKinley, living in Los An- 
geles, wrote to him about this time, 
telling him of the outrageous conduct 
of Alger, Whereupon the President per- 
emptorily commanded Alger to adver- 
tise for bids.

It was not until July 21, 1898, that

This ended the delay, but it was not 
until April, 1899, that work on the 
breakwater actually began.

This, to some, may look like a wild pre- 
diction, but in view of the wonderful growth of the 
past quarter of a century, who shall dare to set 
a limit to the progress of the next twenty-five years? 
Look at the record: 1880, 11,000; 1890, 50,000; 1900, 
100,000; 1910 (estimated,) 350,000. If thej rate of 
progress of the past ten years is kept up, Los Ange- 
les will in 1920 have a population of over 1,000,000, 
and will be the largest city in the United States west 
of Chicago. 
There is every reason to assume not only that Los 
Angeles will continue to grow with equal rapidity, 
but that it will march forward with yet greater 
strides. The Orient, with its untold wealth, and its 
population of over 800,000,000, lies 1000 miles nearer 
to the United States than to Europe. With exception 
of San Francisco, Los Angeles has the only possi- 
bility for a deep-water harbor between Portland and 
San Diego. It is 100 miles north of San Diego and 
500 miles south of San Francisco. It lies at the 
eastern terminus of the lowest grades, by the short- 
est route between the Pacific and the Atlantic— 
“below the snow-line and above the fever-line.” 
When the Panama Canal is opened it will lie the 
nearest to the route of vessels plying between the 
Atlantic and the Orient.

OES BRANDEIS KNOW? * 

The two things that rise all the time above 
the burface in the Pinchot-Ballinger investigation 
are the conduct of Attorney Brandeis, who is turn- 
ing the investigation into a prosecution, and tha 
of the principal witness, Louis R. Glavis.

THE GOLDEN APPLE. 


He was a poor peasant farmer. In scanty 
garments he followed the plow over the “stubborn 
lebe“ on the hills of his native country while the 
bleak winds blew through his ‘tattered raggedness 
and the sleet fell around his feet. 

But in his day did Great Britain contain within 
its borders another individual with as much real 
manhood in him as dwelt beneath the rags that 
covered Robert Burns? There were titled nobles, 
wealthy. bankers, prosperous merchants and great 
manufacturers, but of the millions in the British 
Isles during these years how many of them have 
left noted names behind them, memories that sur- 
vive or achievements the world cares to recall? 

As he followed his plow and turned up the nest of 
the mouse with that heaven-sent inspiration he 
looked into the very heart of nature in its highest 
form, the heart of man, and made reflections that 
are beacon lights to the feet of humanity a hundred 
years after he wrote. It was himself that, looking 
out over society as it was in his time, warned all 
men then and to follow of the utter vanity of every- 
thing except character. “The rank is but the 
guinea’s stamp; the man’s the gold for a’ that.“ 

We are only echoing the philosophy of Burns in 
calling attention to these pregnant facts. But the 
task can scarcely be a vain one. Rank casts its 
glamour upon our eyes and dazzles our imagination. 
Some of us are prone to think that the man dis- 
tinguished by the trade-mark of rank must neces- 
sarily be a man. Some of us are like careless mer- 
chants who e counterfeit coins merely because 
they have a facsimile of the government’s stamp 
placed upan base metal. Many of us half accept the 
idea that there is nothing else which distinguishes 
an American citizen as does his wealth. Some of 
those who have acquired great wealth are fond of im- 
agining that it is the only distinction that can lift 
a man very much above his fellows. 

Yet this is after all only a superficial view and 
our own innate common’ sense corrects it every hour. 
We wil! concede that the maker of a fortune 
has won some distinction. It is his own achieve- 
ment and while not the hardest task in life to per- 
form if one concentrates all his powers upon it, 
yet it is something, yes much, for any man starting 
out in life with little or nothing to leave behind him 
an immense fortune. The world recognizes the right 
of such person to claim distinction, and if he is too 
modest to lay claim to this the world will not let 
it pass unnoticed. The rest of us are generous 
enough to lift him to a point where he must be in 
the nature of a city set upon a hill. We see that 
his light is not covered by any bushel of his own 
construction or of others. 

But the rank that is but the guinea’s stamp is 
generally not self-acquired and there are multitudes 
of rich men in the world whose wealth comes to 
them by inheritance just as the title comes to the 
noble. These men rich by inheritance are, like all 
classes of humanity, made up of various kinds. 
Some of them are sensible enough to know that until 
they do something for themselves their distinction 
is very questionable, They are modest, the opposite 
of ostentatious, and in every way estimable men 
in spite of their wealth. In other instances the only 
character stamped upon their personality by this 
inherited wealth is of a nature that degrades and 
not uplifts the person. He becomes distinguished 
not in a good sense, but in a very objectionable 
sense. He is ostentatious of his wealth. He is dis- 
dainful of his betters whose only disqualification in 
his eyes is their lack of money. 

Los Angeles had an object lesson which was cal- 
culated to impress this philosophy which we are 
evolving upon our minds in a very profound way 
in recent days. We had here in the city a number 
of the most distinguished railroad men in America. 
These railroaders divided themselves into two dis- 
tinct classes. The majority of them were those en- 
gaged in the operating and managing of immense 
railroad properties. They were in every instance, 
or nearly so, men of comparatively moderate wealth. 
The other division of these railroad men was com- 
posed of mostly persons whose connection with the 
railroads was for the most part that of stockhold- 
ers. In some instances they were directors. But 
this class we are speaking of have never done any- 
thing toward the operating or managing of the 
properties in which their wealth is mostly invested. 
They have done nothing to build the roads or to ac- 
quire the wealth which thus far in life constitutes 
absolutely their only claim to distinction. We are 
not at all unkindly disposed toward these members 
of the class known as gilded youth. They seemed 
te conduct themselves with all propriety. They made 
no unusual or in any way improper display of their 
wealth. They asserted themselves in no way that 
| constituted an impropriety. : 

These distinguished railroaders were met by the 
leading business men, bankers, merchants, manu-

citizens or the visitors. These elements were the 
personal achievements of the one or the inherited 
wealth of the other class. In many instances the 
life achievements of these men had won them marked 
distinction because of the magnitude of the task 
performed and also because of the acquired wealth 
incident to the achievements. In the case of these 
_big-worker visitors, the distinguishing traits were 
entirely those of achievement. They stood in their 
characters nakedly before their fellow-men without 
one particle of the glamour that comes from wealth, 
‘whether self-acquired or inherited. They were men 
whose incomes were represnted almost solely by 
their salaries. No doubt in some instances all their 
worldly possessions were summed up in their 
monthly pay checks. Yet these are the men who for 
the time being were the cynosures of all eyes. It 
was these our own men of great deeds delighted to 
honor. The encomiums expressed by eloquent speak- 
ers and by solid business men were all directed 
toward these men. They were the honored guests 
around the banquet tables and at every gathering 
it was these poor men who occupied every position 
on every pedestal that ‘attracted the eyes of all their 
fellow-men. And they were all poor. 

There was scareely a man among this very noted. 
assembly of railroad managers and operators who 
had not begun at the very bottom of the ladder. As 
in the case of men like Carnegie and Rockefeller, 
they were born in absolute or comparative ob- 
seurity. Few of them were men who could point 
back to a long iine of ancestors distinguished in 
any way in American history. Most of them were 
born in positions very similar to that of the Scotch 

whose philosophy we have been quoting above. 
They depended on no pull from above or push from 
below to help them up the steep incline of great 
_achievements along which they struggled to reach 
the pedestal of distinction which they now occupy. 

Whenever a considerable number of the American 
people meet together it is net the inheritors of great 
wealth who attract attention and occupy the princi- 
pal seats at the feast. It is not even the Rocke- 
fellers who have made their own fortunes that the 
American people most delight to honor. After all, 
our democratic instincts and hard, plain common 
sense are sure to triumph over all the tendency of 
wealth to cast a glamour over our eyes that daz- 
rles and blinds. It was only the other day that a 
member of the Supreme Court of the United States 
died. His salary was never more than enough to 
support his family in a moderately decent way, and 
he left behind him perhaps not over $50,000 all told. 
But what millionaire has died in America in half 
a century who enjoys the distinction in the minds 
of his countrymen that we yield to be the just due 
of the dead jurist, David J. Brewer? 

And may the day be far away when we shall be- 
come so like the careless merchant that we shall 

-confound the stamp with the gold or when we shall 
put gold in massed fortunes against plain, honest, 
capable manhood. | 


EYOND THE PALE. 

There is one criminal who is outside the pale, 
who has gone beyond all mercy and all hope. This 
is the f . Almost any other crook is to be 
pitied. Usually, the thief is one who steals because 
he is unequal to the industrial struggle of modern 
life and whose crimes are his pitiable confession of 
weakness. But the footpad is a monster of pitiless 
and unpitiable iniquity. He is not so much a thief 
as a murderer. And his sin is infinitely greater 
than that of an ordinary murderer. He goes out in 
the dark with the deliberate intention to take the 
lives of men whom he has never seen, and against 
whom he holds no grudge, merely for the sake of 
excitement. No highwayman is in business for 
money, because of all professions it is the poorest 
pay. Every footpad who points a gun at a man’s 
head has already committed the sin of wanton mur- 
der; because the subsequent act of actual shooting 
depends upon the victim and not upon the hold-up 
man. In our opinion, the boy who was released on 
“probation” a few months ago by one of our Su- 
perior Judges was as guilty of murder as the thugs 
who shot a policeman Friday night. These men have. 
declared war upon society. Let us take them at 
their word and accept their challenge and let the 
pursuit be without mercy and without quarter. When 
a “hold-up” is caught, there ought to be no “extenu- 
ating circumstances.”

“What do you know about profits in 
raising chickens and turkeys at San 


Jacinto?” I asked of O. 8. Hofmann. 


“I have been told that Dan Myers, 
who raises from 1000 to 1500 turkeys 


a year, has Gone very well. Turkeys 
are freer here from colds than other 


Places, hence the mortality is much 
less among the young turkeys. When 
a turkey reaches the-age of six to 
eight weeks, it is most likely to live 
through. The average weight of males 
and females is about fifteen pounds, 
which, at 25 cents a pound. would be 
$3.75 each, and 1500 would bring a 
return of $5625 a year. The cost of 
feeding is not great when, like Mr. 
Myers, you raise your own feed. The 
turkey thrives best on alfalfa and 
grain. Mr. Myers has been in the 
business the past dozen years, and has 
been very successful.

J. D. McDiarmid, who has lived in 
the vicinity of San Jacinto for the 
past twenty years, and ie very ag- 
gressive in his ideas, says he 4s al- 
ways maintai.ed that the farmers 
should organize among themselves for 
the marketing of their products, and 
dispense as far as possible. with the 
services the commission mercharts. 
for the fruit grower, the 
and the dairyman to 
each have a local organization for the 
marketing of their crops, and these 
several associations elect delegates to 
a central orranization, similar ‘to the 
operations ef the orange growers. Mr. 
McDiarmid stated that when the ra- 
roads called twelve tons a carioad he 
could then ship at carload rates, and 
get low freight rates, but they have 
increased the size of the cars to twen- 
ty and even forty tons, so that he 
can no longer take advantage of the 
rates made for carioad lots. “If we 
would organize,” said he, “and go to 
the managers of the three railroads 
operating from near here into Los An- 
les, and pool our products, agree- 
ing to shio a certain number of car- 
Ipads a year, over a certain road, we 
would probably get concessions in the 
rating of the freight that would be 
in the nature of a iowering of our 
rates. What the farmers here want is 
a rate of freight that will give them 
more profit than they are now getting, 
and it can be secured, I think, by com- 
bination, and in no other way. We 
could at least try, and I would be 
willing to pool my products, with 
others, if by so doing it would result 
in the general good.

HES A “PACEMAKER.” 

“Unele Jerry” prides himself that he 
is the “pacemaker” of the Council roll- 
call and therefore pardons himself for 
loquacity, lugubriousness, and some- 
times almost lachrymose pathos when 
he speaks of the “poor people.“ Hie 
clarion tones have challenged the 
bankers, the brewers, the corporations 
and the realty interests—and yet he 
is a banker, has corporation interests, 
and has realty interests. He cannot be 
accused of having brewery interests 
except that he wants to work them for 
high license. — 


Until last Tuesday the Mayor

In his Official capacity, and 
at the instigation of the head mullahs, 
Nazr Ullah assailed the Dane mission 
with the whole weight of his influence, 
and, in the end, secured its complete 
discomfiture. It was said at the time 
that Nazr Ullah's extreme antipathy 
to foreign intercourse and his hostility 
to Habib Ulleh’s Indian visit had in- 
sensed the Amir against him, and that 
relations were on that account consid- 
erably strained between the Amir and 
his brother. It is hardly possible, how- 
ever, that Habib Ullah would risk a 
quarrel with Ullah because, in 
spite of his amiability, the Amfr does 
hot possess a very secure seat upon 
the throne.

We are given to understand that wien 
she at last chooses Peter as husband 
number three, she is justified In such 
a selection because ef all her suitors 


ticle. Mr. Churchill expects us to crit- 
with him, Honora for 
her first two marriages and to com- 
mend her for her last one. However, 
the only reason the reader will have 
for showing this partiality to Peter is 
because Mr. Churchill himself has as- 
sured him, cantingly, that Peter is far 
more noble and more worthy of Hono- 
ra than either her stock-broker or 
Chiltern. Possibly we might feel this 
way from an inner conviction were 
Peter anything but a dressed- up. un- 
sympathetic, stock dummy. One's 
sympathy is much stronger even for 
Chiltern than it is for Peter, for, 
Chiltern at least is a reality. Thie er- 
roneous judgment which Mr. Churchill 
forces upon his readers is the weakest 
point of the story and, as this 1s the 
principal point in the story, it rather 
negatives whatever effect the book 
might have. 25 

(I do not wish to appear indelicate, 
So I will close all the windows and 
doors carefully while I ask in a per- 
feet respectable whisper: What 
would have been the outcome and the 
solution of Mr. Churchill's problem 
had Honora had children? This timid 
avoidance of the juvenile element will 
have a tendency to detract from what 
little conviction one may find in Mr. 
Churchili’'s account of Honora’s en- 
timental education.) 

It is probably quite unnecessary for 
me to talk about Mr. Churchill's Eng- 
lish. In “A Modern Chronicle” it ts 
as pilatitudinously epigramatic as 
usual, and fully as ungrammatical. 
On page 123 we even come upon a 
plural swbject with a singular - verb. 
to-wit: “He talked of neutral mat- 
ters with the charming ease and light- 
ness that was(!) the gift of his race.”

And while his work 
may be accurate in regard to many of 
the nations betweenrthe United States 
and Panama, the that he supports 
definitely refuted accusations against 
Mexico, while openly admitting his 
ignorance of the subject on which he 
writes, destroys any claim he may 
have to honesty in dealing with other 
countries. One is unable to distinguish 
between the accurate and the inaccur- 
ate, with the result that the book as a 
whole, is practically useless.

This 
Luce set, marked [Robert] Ross Edi- 
tion Authorized, is the only complete 
edition in existence, and its issuance 
marks probably the beginning of a 
Wilde revival. The half-educated and 
the semi-imm@ra! have too long pushed 
their petty prejudices into the appre- 
ciation of Wilde. In Wilde, we have 
one of the few great English stylists, 
one of the few great literary artists 
of the Victorian era, an epigrammist 
with whom there have been but a few 
comparable. As a poet he ranks third 
among the Victorians—Rossetti, Swin- 
burne, Wilde. His poetry is purer art 
than that of either Pennyson or Brown- 
ing. And as an essayist he is far 
greater than any living writer. 

“The Soul of Man under Socialism,” 
despite its many apparently false as- 
sumptions and its idealistic syllogism, 
(Wilde was ot a logician—he was too 
artistic for tat commonplace state of 
mind,) will probably stand among the 
greatest essays in English. Just as

The much-abused phrase race sul- 
cide” is generally attributed to Mr. 
Roosevelt, and most people would be 
astonished do learn that the mighty 
hunter was quoting Edward A. Ross, 
professor of sociology in the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin, whose “Latter Day 
Sinners and Saints” has just been 
published by B. W. Heubsch, New 
York.

Woman's place in soctety is a mov- 
ing topic in every western nation. 
The traveler in lands like Turkey, 
therefore, looks with interest for signs 
of the merry suffragette in the stren- 
uous movements that arise under the 
impulse of new ideas and broadening 
institutions. 

In the Sultan’s Mahmud’s dominions 
there was a brief moment when wom- 
en suddenly showed public activity 
that seemed to promise striking de- 
velopments. But the movement was 
transient. The time is not yet when 
Turkish women may defy the. tradi- 
tion of ages, buttressed by the tena- 
cious doctrines of a reli-

GOOD ROADS. 

Good roads are perhaps the greatest 
fof’ Santa Barbaras projects.

They are 
President E. P. Ripley of the Santa 
Fé and Samuel F. Calef. They have 
undertaken the project of building a: 
Coast Highway at sea level from 
Montecito to the Ventura County line, 
where Ventura wil) take up the pick 
and shovel and complete the system 
to connert with the Los Angeles boule- 
vari no being tunneled through the 
Newhall! Pass. 

The Santa Barbara road is to be 
built by private capital and operated 
as a toll road until the time comes 
when the county is able to purchase 
it and turn it into a public highway. 
In this way an important public work 
is hastened by several years and the 
tolls will be calculated to pay some 
interest upon the capital invested un- 
ti; the road becomes public property. 

This route southward from the city 
has already been started by the con- 
struction of six miles of oiled macad- 
am to Montecito. The thoroughfare 
to this beautiful suburb and the Santa 
Barbara Country Club grounds has 
added greatly to the attractions for 
motorists. To the west of the city 
$100,000 bonds have been voted for the 
paving of the Goleta road which con- 
nects with the beautiful system of 
drives on the Hope Ranch and com- 
pletes the circle of the Cliff Drive.

EDUCATIONAL’ DRIFT. 


: — 

The success of the open-air school 
tn Chicago has given an impetus to a 
similar change in educational meth- 
ods in other cities. Some of the open- 
air schools already established have 
detachable roofs and sides for use in 
inclement weather. Some have tent- 
like réofs. One of the new school 
buildings now being erected in Wash- 
ington will have arrangements for a 
school on its roof for the benefit of 
the weak children. if the statistics 
are correct, the Chicago young wom- 
an with the healthy looks took a class 
of thirty pallid, listless, half-hearted 
and weak-lunged kiddies and put an 
average of seven pounds each on the 
whole class in a month's time. 


The average expense of an educa- 
tion at Princeton University is $3675. 
The average college man, ing to 
President Nollen, at 2 earns $27 a 
week, or $1404 a year. That is, within 
four years after graduating, if he 
graduated at the average age, he is 
yearly earning nearly 40 per cent. of 
the cost of his education. Ten years 
later his income annually is over 60 
per cent. on that investment. Educa- 
tion pays, and pays for itseif less 
than three years. 


“The properly trained teacher, no 
matter what the subject is he imparts 
to his pupils, or in what department of 
a school he teaches, is an economic 
value to the community and State 
which ig hardly realized or appreciated 
by the general public,” says President 
Wright of the East Carolina Teach- 
ers’ Training ‘School of Greenville, N. 
C. “It ie the trained teacher who 
saves time in preparing the boy for his 
life work, who exerts a powerful in- 
fluence in the formation of character 
and who, in many cases, instilis in 
the minds of hic charges worthy ambi- 
tion and becomes an unconscious guide 
to the pupil in his after fe.“

BROOKSHIRE GETS GUSHER. 
SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
SANTA MARIA, April 9.—Things are 
doing on the Stock Exchange these 
days, and local brokers are kept busy 
gathering in whatever loose stock is 
floating around.

Peach growing in Georgia has be- 
come an enormous industry, the num- 
ber of trees in the State exceeding 12,- 
000,000. Individual orchards range in 
the number of trees from 10,000 to 250,- 
000, and in some of them continued 
and unbroken rows of trees extend 
from a mile and a half to two miles. 
One of the orchards covers an area 
3000 acres and contains about 2235, 
trees of different varieties, while an- 
other covers an area three miles tong 
and one-half mile wide. In 1908 the 
crop of peaches amounted to 6000 car- 
loads.

The United States Steel Corporation 
has become the biggest corporation in 
the world, according to the New York 
Commercial, and has more employé< 
than any other. Also it has the big- 
gest pay roll. The average number of 
men employed by it last year was 
196,500, but business was much beter 
at the end of the year than at the 
beginning, and on December 31 there 
were on the pay rolls 223,377 employés. 
The aggregate amount disbursed in 
wages last year was 151,668. 396. 

The Steel Corporation, almost alone, 
of all the ‘companies in the same trade, 
maintained its wage schedule during 
and after the panic. Most of the 
others made cuts of about 10 per cent. 
a year or so after the panic or when 
the trade war and open market were 
declared. The only saving in the wage 
account in the hard times was in the 
reduction of the number of the em- 
ployés. In addition to this exceptional 
treatment employés have benefited 
from the company’s bonus system,

“In the twelve-story concrete Gloyd 
building just finished in Kansgs City, 
which has no interior columns, there is 
a clear span of forty-eight feet. In 
Los Angeles the Higgins building has 
only eighteen spanss, which is: typical 
of other concrete buildings here. in 
Kansas City a pressured in reinforced 
concrete buildings of 750 pounds to the 
square inch is allowed as against 500 
pounds here. It is absolutely ridicu- 
lous to forbid this class of dings 
to go the full 150 feet allowed to steel 
frame buildings in this city, when other 
cities are permitting higher construc- 
tion, and that with fewer restrictions 
as to spane and pressure. 

“I have nothing to say against steel, 
but I object to the senseless discrimina- 
tion against concrete. The hills of 
Southern California contain an inex- 
haustible supply of cement and rocks 
and the best sand in the country is to 
be found in our river beds. Los. An- 
geles milis are making the best of 
steel rods for reinforcement. The 
builder in steel pays a tribute to the 
steel trust and neglects a home prod- 
ust. 


FAVORS CONCRETE. 


1 have long had the feeling that 
extremely high buildings, such as are 
being built in New York, are @ mis- 
take, said Architect Albright. “The 
New York sky-line resembies nothing 
s0 much as a comb with teeth 
broken off or knocked out here and 
there. If it 
the bulldings of ngeles conform 
for all time to a certain height limi 
this could be made the most beautifu 
city in the country. It can be put 
down. as almost axiomatic, too, that if 
such restrictions be made to hold, the 
increase of property values will be over 
a much larger area than if sky- 
scrapers abound, and the city general- 
ly will become much more | interest- 
ing to. those desiring to make invest- 
ments. 

“Tl approve of the action of the Coun- 
el In setting the limit for steel frame 
bulldings just where it is, but I drm- 
ly believe that reinforced concrete is 
being unfairly discriminated against, | 
when it is not permitted to go to the 
same height as steel. It is my con- 
viction that reinforced concrete build- 
ings, properly constructed, are the only 
type that do not deteriorate with age 
and the only kind that will successful- 
ly resist severe earthquake shocks. 
“The aqueduct which supplied water 
to ancient Carthage was of concrete 
construction and some of the 100-foot 
arches which carried that marvel of 
engineerifig across ravines are still in 
a perfect: state of preservation. The 
concrete roof of the Parthenon at 
Rome has stood the test of centuries 
and it must be remembered that this 
dome, which is 142 feet in diameter, is 
in an earthquake country. The only 
building at Stanford University which 
stood through the earthquake was of 
reinforeed concrete construction. 

“Reinforced concrete has fire-resist- 
ing qualities which commend it to all 
builders. In the big fires of Baltimore, 
Boston and Rochester it was the con- 
crete buildings which best withstood 
the flames. General reinforced con- 
crete buliding would mean a leasen- 
ing of fire department expenses and of 
fire insurance premiums. 
logical material for this section and 
I am willing to be quoted as proph- 
esying that the cement mills of South- 
ern California will furnish the build- 
ing material of the future in almost 
every class of construction.” 

Architect A. F. Rosenheim, president 
of the Los Angeles Architectural Club 
and of the Architectural League of the 
Pacific Coast. has this to say: New 
York City is the only place in the coun- 
try where taere is any excuse for the 
skyscraper. The area of Manhattan 
Island “is so. limited that bvildings 
practically have no other way to go 
than upward. Boston has a limit of 
125 feet and to her credit it may be 
said that this limit is rigidly adhered 
to. On beautiful Copley Square the 
height limit is ninety feet and even 
the width of cornices is regulated. The 
result is\an area of which any city 
in the world might be proud. 

“IT am op ” said Mr. Rosenheim, 
“to building steel buildings over 150 
feet in height and do not approve of 
either the raising of the steel frame 
limit by means of the mansard roof 
to 180 feet or of the recent change — 
mitting reinforced concrete ».wuldings 
to go 133 feet. The old limits of 150 
feet for steel and 120 feet for concrete 
were all right. They were established 
only after the most careful considera- 
tion by competent committees and had 
the approval of notable architects all 
over the country. The recent changes 
were made without that kind of con- 
sultation.” 


John P. Krempel, secretary of the 


| 


Architectural League of the Pacific 
Coast, gave Mr. Rosenheim's opinions 
entire sanction. John Parkinson, sen- 
lor member of the drm of Parkinson 
& Bergstrom, who have probably de- 
signed more big business blocks than 
any other one frm in the city, stated 
that he was entirely satisfied with the 
building ordinances as they stand to- 
day. e provision for a thirty-foot 
mansard roof above the old 150-foot 
limit on steel buildings was introduced 
to the Council by Mr. Parkinson, This 
sloping roof,” said Mr. Parkinson, 
“does not interfere with the street 
light and at the same time. it enables 
builders to get what, in my cpinion, 
is the fairest return for money invested 
in tall offices or hotel building. No, 
I do not think we should go any high- 
er. 1 also think that 133 feet is high 
enough for reinforced concrete build- 
ings, when 98 is considered. 1 
would not go higher than that myself. 

John C. Austin was with John Park- 
inson, Mayor McAleer and J. W. Mor- 
row of the National Board of Fire Un- 
derwriters, a member of the commis- 
sion which established the old height 
limits in the city building ordinances. 
Mr. Austin personally was the author 
of the idea of establishing a limit at 
all. He stands pat on the original lim- 
its of 150 feet for steel, Class X build- 
ings, and of 120 feet for reinforced 
concrete. 

R. B. Young of R. B. Young & Son 
holds that the laws are fair as they 
stand. Frank Hudson of Hudson & 
Munsell, architects of the new County 
Hall of Records, gives it as nis opin- 
ion that 140 feet is the proper limit 
for reinforced concrete buildings. He 
does not beheve that any limit should 
be put upon steel frame consti uction. 
“Los Angeles is going to de as big 
as any of them,” declared Mr. Hudson. 
“If any man has enough faith in the 
future of the city to ereet a mammoth 
en let him, by all means, do 
I believe that our streets are wide 
enough to warrant a height limit of 
sixteen stories at least,” said W. H. 
Dennis. “Thies height I would allow 
only to steel frame structures. For 
reinforced concrete construction 120 
feet is high enough. I doubt the abil- 
ity of conerete to withstand a se- 
rious fire and do not think a builder 
is warranted in putting in columns as 
big as are necessary in successful con- 
2 construction above the 120-foot 
mit.” 


RAILROAD INTERESTS. 


Railroad ‘thes are a simple thing, and 
their expensiveness is hardly consid- 
ered by the average individual. In 


1907, however, the railroads of the 
United States paid nearly $100,000,000 
for the 144,000,000 ties that were needed 
for the year’s consumption. As the 
cost of railroad ties increases with the 
growing scarcity of the forests of the 
country, it is estimated that by 1920 
the annual expense for these elements 
of railroad operation will amount to 


road ties is about seven years, and 
the railroad companies are alive to the 
question of the use of preservatives 
that will enable the ties to have their 
period of service extended. The satis- 
factory solution of this question will 
have much to do in the future with the 
size of dividends tt may be paid to 
the owners of the railroads. 


While the year ending June 30, 1908, 
embraced the panic period, it did not 
show much of a decrease in the wages 
paid employés. The amount paid to 
labor for the year was $1,036,487,582, a 
decrease of only 3.44 per cent, from the 
high record of 1907, and an increase of 
9.5 per cent. over 1906. Gross operat- | 
ing revenue decreased $195,299,589, or 
7.54 per cent. from 1907. The relative 
ly small decrease in the amount paid 
to employés is due to the fact that the 
rate of wages on the railroads was not 
cut after the 1907 panic. 

The amount paid to enginemen in the 
year ended June 30, 1908 was 884,517.— 
730, a decrease of 3.4 per cent. from 
1907, and an increase of 11.75 per cent. 
over 1906; to firemen $50,747,825. a de- 
crease of 3.29 per cent, from 1907 and 
an increase of 12.8 per cent. over 1906: 
to conductors $55,479,055, a decrease of 
066 per cent. f 1907, and 
crease of 14.53 per’ cent. over 1906: to 
other trainmen 97,456,690, a decrease 
of 2.52 per cent. from 1907, and an in- 
crease of 16 per cent. over 1906. 


Steam railways of the United States 
carry a large number of gers 
each year, but the railways of New 
York City carry 66 per cent. more than 
all of them combined. During the last 
year these lines carried 1,300,000,000 
passengers. 


Railroad construction has been so 
active in Canada that that country 
has a 12 rallroad mileage per 
head of population than any other 
country in the world. The railway 
mileage in the Dominion today is a lit- 
tle over 30,000 miles. Six countries in 
the world—the United States, Russia, 
Germany, Austria-Hungary, France 
and British India—have a larger mile- 
age than Canada, but none of these 
countries, except the United States, 
with its 229,000 miles, exceeds that of 
Canada by any v large amount.

fellowmen. With a backing like this in the Chamber of Commerce at Port- 
land there will be no trouble whatever in maintaining the equality of all 
laboring people before the laws. The contention of the Portland employers 
ig in no sense against the unions. They concede the right of laboring people 
to join any peaceful organization they please and to do everything possible 
within the law for their own benefit, improvement and advancement, but 
they will not be made accessories before the crime to any conspiracy whica 
would deprive an American of his rights or put a man in bondage to his fel- 
lowmen to be dictated to how long he shall work. how he shall work and all 
the other conditions involved in membership in the labor unions, unless 
he voluntarily enter into the agreement. . 
_ There is light, too, breaking through the dark clouds of strife that have 
been afflicting the city of Philadelphia for a long time past. We referred 
in a recent article to the vicious interference of a noted politician in this 
contention in Philadelphia. It seems that Senator Penrose’s attempt to bully 
the traction railroad managers was only half successful after all. The rail- 
road people will not discharge the men who were loyal to them during the 
worst weeks of the trouble, and they will only agree to restore the rebellious 
173 operatives whose discharge caused the strike pending an investigation in 
a fair way into the trouble between these recaicitrants and their employers. 
The unions are, stin standing out with their usual obstinate unfairness for 
the unquestioned, unquestionable restoration to their placeg of the 173 rebels, 
but, so far, they have failed in this as they failed in demanding that only 
members of their unions should find employment on the cars and that the 
loyal employees who had refused to join in the vicious strike should be per- 
emptorily discharged.

UNION CONDITIONS WILL ALWAYS 
BE RESISTED. 


— 
Employers Have the Same Right to 
Say What Wa They Can Afford 
to Pay That Workmen Have to Say 


for What They Will Work—Case at 
Poriand Is Example. 


[Portiand Oregonian:] There always 
will be a conflict between wage-carn- 
ers and wage-payers. 
whose roots lie in the basis of hu- 
man nature. Somewhere, in this end- 
less conflict justice resides. Justice, 
as to this conflict, depends on practic- 
al conditions. Wage-earners - ought 


demand, no more. The question, then, 
is, what is reason in any particular 
case, for all cases are dissimilar. The 
working people and wage-earners 
have a term which they keep in con- 
stant use. They say those who do not 
agree to their requirements as to 
wages and the hours which they de- 
mand, are “unfair.” But the term 
“unfair” cannot be defined with 
strictness, with certainty, with justice, 
by either side or party in interest. 
There must be compromise between 
them. 


At Portland just now there is contro- 
versy between employers and em- 
ployed, in many lines of industry. The 
controversy is as to wages and hours; 
and moreover as to “closed shop.” 
The wage-workers desire to force ac- 
ceptance of the union,“ not only on 
all employers of labor, but on all who 
seek or expect employment for wages. 
It is resisted by Many classes of em- 
ployers, on the ground that they can- 
not afford it, that their business will 
not justify the concessions necessary 
to meet the several demands. 

Now it is clear that this is an in- 
soluble problem. It is clear, too, that 
it is subject to so many conditions of 
time and place and circumstance, and 
subject, moreover, to the element of 
human nature always present in it, 
that there can be no solution of it 
that will stand for any length of time. 
Again, what will do for one part of 
our country will not do fer another. 
The struggle between employers and 
employed has its seat almost wholly 
in our Northern States. In the States 
of our great southern section it rare- 
ly ia manifest. That is, there is great- 
er variety of activity and industry in 
the North than in the South. There 
are few controversies of wages and 
hours of labor south of the Potomac 
and the Ono. This means that there 
wilt be rapid transference of industry 
to the southern section. It is going on 
now. Lines of least resistance are al- 
ways followed. It means, too, that our 
Southern States. In the coming politic- 
al era, will be less disturbed by these 
labor conflicts than our North and 
West. It means, further, very radical 
changes in politics, and in significance 
of party designations. 

Labor, in special lines, will be able 
to enforce “closed shop.” In general 
lines, never.

Labor organization seeks to include 
or embrace all sorts of workers, with- 
out regard to their capacity or et- 
ficiency, without regard to superiority 
or inferiority. It strives to make the 
man the unit, whether he can perform 
first-rate service or not.

An men, in 
any calling, are not worth the same 
reward, though in the higher callings, 
which require special skill and intel- 
ligence, htre is lease difficulty. 
Again, the abiest men do not tall in 
with the uniform system.

The 
closed shop, as it is called, never, 
therefore, will be fully or generally

States valued at approximately 380. 

Nearly 18,000,000 pounds of this, 
or almost four-fifths, reached America 
by way of the ports of the Pacific 
Coast, coming from China and Japan. 
One might suppose that this condition 
would mean that the Pacific Coast 
must inevitably possess numerous 
great silk manufacturing industries; 
so that it will be a surprise to many 
to be told that every bale of raw silk

as fast as steam can carry it to New 
York City, which now ranks second 
only to Shanghai in importance among 
the world’s raw silk markets.

On a recent visit to thie establish- 
ment, a few things were learned about 
silk that dispel much of the mystery 
that surrounds it, explaining why it 
is high priced, and why one piece of 
silk will last forever, while another 
will fall to pieces wtihout apparent 
reason. 

The raw silk of commerce reaches 
the United States in bales, consisting 
of hanks or twists of the filament as 
reeled the cocoons of the silk- 
worm. This raw ik absorbs moisture 
readily, so that 30 per cent. of the 
weight of a bale may consist of water, 
without anything in its appearance to 
indicate an abnormal proportion of 
moisture. It is evident that this is a 
considerations that the purchaser of 
a commodity worth from $3.50 to c a 
pound cannot afford to disregard.

‘The making of these pattern cards 
is of itself an important subdivision 
of the silk industry.

"Fhe ‘woven fabric is next placed on 
a frame, and every square inch care- 
fully examined, for the removal of 
dirt, knots, stains and other imperfec- 
tions. Finally it is taken to the finish- 
img department, where the treatment 
Gepends somewhat upon the nature of 
the goods, and to a large extent upon 
inventiveness of 
the management of the establishment. 
In some cases the goods are singed, 
for the removal of any rough nap. The 
fabric is then sprinkled and sponged 
with a prepuration of wax and gela- 
tine (the exact nature and composi- 
tion of the preparation used in the Los | 
Angeles silk works being a carefully 
guarded trade secret.) The final gloss 
is imparted by calendering, in which 
the fabric is run between a series of 
superimposed steel roils, ironing it out 

it the characteris- 
glossy finish. 


The silkvorm is known to entomolo- 
gists as the larva of the Bombyx mori, 
& species of moth. The eggs are very | 
small, about 100 weighing one grain. 
They are hatched by artificial means, | 
and the caterpillars reared in rooms 
Where they may have an abundance of 
light and air, with little variation in 
temperature. They are voracious feed- 
ers, and are kept liberally supplied with 
freshiy-gathered leaves of the mu- 
berry tree. They grow rapidfy, and (as 
a ruie,) moult about the Sixt, tenth, 
fifteenth and twenty-third days after 
hatching.

half inch to an inch in diameter. 

Left to the processes of nature, in 
due time the chrysalis will break the 
filaments of the cocoon, and come out 
into the open, a full-fledged, but un- 
attractive moth, which many contdries 
of domestication have almost ceprived 
of the power of fight. The moth lays 
from 200 to 400 exes, and then dies, 
ite Hre-mission of reproduction ac- 
complished. 

But in breaking the fibers to per- 
mit its ce, the moth sadly de- 
preciates the value of the cocoon. So 
only enough of these to serve as seed 
are permitted to complete the life 
eycle, and all other cocoons are placed 
in steam heaters to kill the 
pants. 

The cocoon consists of in exterior 
portion of straggling filaments (by 
of which it was fastened to 
and branches that sup- 
ported it.) and a closely cemented 
sheath around the body of the chrysa- 
lis. ‘The threads of this sheath are 
so tightly giued together that they 
cannot be unwound until after the 
cocoon bas been thoroughly soaked in 
water. The exterior portion is re- 
moved, being known as floss, or waste, 
and is spun with the material of bro- 
ken or defective cocoons, by methods 
similar to those used with cotton 
fibers. The fi

thread from 800 to 1000 yards in length. 
From these reels the silk is taken in 
skeins, constituting in this form the 
raw silk of commerce. 

From this brief sketch of the long 
and devious journey of a silk thread 
from the spinnret of a silkworm to a 
gondition fitting it for the adornment 
of a batterfiy of fashion, the reason 
is plain why silk is the most costly 
of textiles. In every stage of every 
process of nature, art and machinery, 
from the feeding of the caterpillars to 
the finishing touches of a fashionable 
Gresemaker, silk is prodigal of labor, 
requiring skilled hands or watchful 
eyes to assist or supervise every - 
eration. It is sald that more time is 
required for the construction of a silk 
dress from the mulberry leaves than is 
necessary for the building of a locomo- 
tive from the ores as they exist in 
nature; and possibly the cohperation 
of ter number of people con- 
tributes to the baliroom gown than 
to the mogul engine.

Europe and the additional fact that 
the various processes of manufacture 
are performed by the most t 


ever devised. 

Numerous and persistent attempts, 
extending over a period of nearly two 
centuries, have been made to introduce 
sericulture into the United States as a 
paying industry; but these were fore- 
doomed to failure by the impossibility 
of competing with the cheap labor of 
the older wiik-eroducing countries. It 
is, in fact, difficult to understand why 
any one should desire to introduce seri- 
culture, knowing that it would be pos- 
sible onty by the employment of child 
labor, at pitifully inadequate wages. 

It the United States has failed in 
the production of raw silk, it has 
achieved a notable success in all 
branches of silk. manufacture, except- 
ing in the weaving of certain fabrics 
in which hand labor is largely neces- 
sary. This success is due largely to 
American ingenuity in bringing silk 
throwing and weaving machinery to 
ite highest perfection. Mechanical 
power is applied to the various 
processes of manufacture to a greater 


extent in America than in any other 
country. 

The beginning of sik manufacturing 
in America dates 1810, when the 


first silk mill on the western hemi- 
sphere was set up at Mansfield, Ct. In 
1815 a silk trimming fa was es- 
tablished at Philadelphia: a ribbon 
factory in Baltimor® in 1829; a dress- 
trimming factory in Boston, in 1834, 
and sewing silk factéries in Florence 
and Dedham, Mass., in 1635. In 1838 
the first power loom was introduced 
into America; and small manufactur- 
ing plants were multiplied until by 
1860 New York had forty-four .little 
establishments, Pennsylvania thirty- 
five, Connecticut twenty-three, Mas- 
sachusetts twenty, and New Jersey 
nine, employing a total of 5352 persons. 
Vet the relatively small importance of 
these is shown by the fact that in 
1860 the United States manufactured 
only 13 per cent. of the silk goods con- 
sumed in the country. 

In 1860, by the operation of the Cob- 
den treaties, England admitted silks 
of foreign manufacture free of duty, 
and many English throwers and weav- 
ers Were forced out of their own mar- 


kets. A number of these came to 
America, brin with them their 
machinery and workmen. They, set- 


tied in Raterson, N.

of 

the industry enjoyed 
steady growth, but that this for a 
time was slow is shown by the fact 
that in 1870 only 23 per cent. of the 
silk goods consumed in America were 
of domestic manufacture. By 1880 the 
percentage was 38; in 1890, 58. and in 
1898, 85. In 1868 the importations of raw 
silk were only 612,449 pounds. The next 
year they amounted to 726,695 pounds: 
in 1879, to 1,893,311 pounds; in 1889, to 
5,329,646 pounds; in 1899, to 9.691.145 
pounds, and in 1909, to the astonishing

tion. American silk mille represent 
an investment of more than 3100, 000, 000 
of capital, and give direct employment 
to more than 76,000 persons. The bene 
Ats to capital and labor as represented 
by manufacturers of machinery, dye- 
stuffs, transportation interests, job- 
bers, retailers, dressmakers, milliners 
and scores of cognate interests, cannot 
in any way be estimated.

in two rounds. By this performance 
young Jem dashed his reputation in

Under the highest development of Roman law 
a husband had the power of life and death over his 
wife, and under such conditions her elevation was ab- 
solutely impossible. Christianity derived part of its 
conception of womanhood from the Jewish system of 
ethics, but it sublimated and exalted these ideas in a 
very notable way. | 
All history is full of examples of the paramount in- 
fluence of the mother over her offspring. The mother 
of Moses was a woman of determination and courage. 
She dared to hide her child in the bulrushes when the 
laws of Egypt commanded her to deliver the infant to 
death. Moses displayed a good many of the qualities 
the Hebrew mother must have possessed. Hannah lived 
almost in the temple on Mount Zion, and Samuel was 
a fitting child to spring from a woman so true and de- 
voted. Bathsheba was a willing wanton, and her long- 
haired, perfumed darling, Absalom, was a fit son to 
spring from loins like hers. Wherever we can trace the 
birth and bringing up of the great man of the world, 
whether notable for their fine traits of character, their 
nobility and goodness, or for their degraded traits of 
character, their vices and crimes, we shall find in every 
instance where our information is at all exact the 
mother reflected in the child. It was so in the case of 
Washington, so in the case of Lincoln, and so with 
nearly all the greatest men in American history as in 
that of other nations. 3 | 

In the very nature of things it must be so. The child’s 
life comes almost entirely from the mother. Her blood 
pulsates ‘through every artery of his frame, and it is 
from her that he draws his life before and after birth. 
As he grows up he is with her nearly all the hours of 
the day. It is she who teaches his tottering footsteps 
to make their first trials in walking. It is the mother 
who soothes the child’s sorrows and sympathizes in his 
joys. She stimulates his ambition, ehecks his erratic 


or less it is she who leads him by the hand, and this 
hand that teaches him to walk is an emblem of the 
mind that teaches him to think. 

The hope of the whole heathen world lies in the influ- 
ence of Christianity upon the women of those races. In 
China the female infant may be drowned, and often that 
is its fate. In that kingdom marked for its age-old civ- 
ilization, woman is among the lower ranks a mere slave, 
and among the higher ranks a mere toy. Among the 
coolies her fate is on a par with that of the Indian 
squaw who carries the burden, tills the little patch 


where the corn grows, dresses as well as cooks all the 
food, builds the tent, and does everything but hunt and 
fight. In the higher spheres of society in China the 
woman is on an exact par with her position in the days 
of Rome when delicacy was at its highest point of de- 
velopment and estheticism was in flower. It was the 
same with the higher castes at Corinth, among the Phil- 
istines and the ancient Egyptians. 

Wherever the Christian missionary goes, whether it 
is into China or into Africa, he carries with him the 
ethical system of Jesus of Nazareth, and the reverence 
and worship paid to the Savior is in a way reflected 
upon His mother. As Christian principles are spread 
through Africa, the savage women of the continent will 
cease to be slaves, to be beasts of burden, to be chattels 
subject to barter and sale, to be victims to the cruelty 
of the male population, and will take their place in the 
new civilization that is to bless that dark continent side 
by side with their fathers and brothers. As Christian | 
principles are spreading in China the bandaged feet of | 
the Chinese women are being given freedom. The bow- 
string is spared to the infant temale. Among the higher 
classes she will cease to be a toy for the gratification 
of man’s baser passions and will become what the first 
woman of the race is fabled to be in the earliest He- 
brew writings, a helpmeet for her husband, a compan- 
ion for her brothers, a guide for her sons, and in Africa, 
Asia and all the other dark places of the earth so full 
of the habitations of cruelty we shall find the new civil- 
ization measured exactly by the exaltation of the women 
of those races. | 

Womankind, the Gospels tell us, was the last at the 
cross and the first at the sepulcher on Easter morning. 


Christian system of philosophy or religion, it is not 
equally divided by any means. The feminine portion of 
the race owes many hundred per cent. more to Christian 
influences than the male portion.

per Burma is more than half rice. The country has | 
altogether rice areas equal to the State of Ohio, and its 
annual exports of this grain are more than 2,000,000,000 
pounds. This is enough to give every human being on 
earth all the rice he could eat in one day, and still leave 
enough over to make a pudding for every man, woman, 
and child, as well as sprinkle all the brides and grooms 
of one year. Rice is the money crop of Burma. It 
takes the place of wheat, corn and cotton with us. The 


exports sell for millions, and the people are rich or poor 
as the rice grows well or ill. 


Increasing the Rice Crop. 


The British government appreciates how much the 
prosperity of the country depends upon rice, and it is 
doing wonders in increasing the crop. It has an agri- 
cultural department whose efforts in this regard corre- 
spond with those of our department at home. It is 
. studying seed selection, increasing the irrigated territo- 
; ries and making forecasts showing the possible yield. 
1 It has its agents in every part of the country, and their 
reports upon rice are more accurately made than our 
reports upon cotton. During the past five years, in 


Pass, which a tota! of 13,000,000 tons was raised for export, 
. the government forecasts were only 3000 tons out of the 
„ way. The estimates came largely from the local offi- 
ars cials. Burma is a land of villages. Most of the people

Burma’s Big Rice Mills.

Nearly every one I saw had more or less jewelry upon 
her. I remember a girl of 18 with silver bracelets cov- 
ering her arm from wrist to elbow, and heavy anklets of 
silver on each of her legs. The lobes and rims of her 
ears were pierced with gold rivets, and the gold ring in 
her nose was as big around as a saucer and as thick as 
a knitting needle. This ring hung down around her 
mouth, and when she ate lunch she stuffed in the rice 
through the ring. She was a Kling from Southern In- 
dia, and her husband, a straight black man in a white 
cotton waist cloth, worked with her. 


Harvard Athletes vs. Hindoo Coolies. 


In another room I saw the men handling the finished 
product. The white rice is bagged up in sacks of 226 
pounds. These are carried by East Indian coolies into 
the warehouses and are piled up in stacks. Each lifts 
one of these bags to his shoulders and runs up an in- 
clined roadway. It looks easy, and three Harvard Uni- 
versity athletes, who visited the mill the other day, 
rather sneered at the strength of the Hindoos, saying 
that any good man could carry such a load up a plank. 
Thereupon the manager asked one of them to try it. 
He did so, getting the bag on his back without very 
much trouble. He was able to make his way across the 
room, but when he tried to go up the incline the weight 
pulled him over and he fell with the rice to the floor. 


But come with me and go through this rice mill at 
Poozoondoung. The grain is harvested as paddy. In 
the field it looks not unlike wheat or oats, but every 
kernel has a husk on it and this sticks to it as though 
it were glued. When the grain is ready for shipment to 
the mills it looks much like our wheat grains unthrashed, 
* save that the rice husks have neither heads nor beards, 

: | and they stick tight to the kernels. It takes quite as | 

Ar much work to get them off as to grind the thrashed 
= | wheat into flour. This is the work of these rice mills. 
a The Poozoondoung mill covers as much ground as 

any of our large flour-grinding establishments. It has 

buildings of five stories, with single rooms as big as a 

good-sized garden patch. I entered one on the ground 
floor which was packed to the ceiling with rice paddy in 
bags. It held more than 2,000,000 pounds, and other 
rooms of equal size adjoining it were filled with the 
cleaned rice awaiting shipment. 


Unloading the Paddy. 


Rice paddy is brought here from all over Burma. It 

a is floated down the streams to the Irrawaddy River and 

towed to Rangoon by steamers in flatboats and barges. This same college crowd tried to pick out the broken

The public schools have about the same studies as 
our schools at home and their hours are somewhat sim- 
ilar.

In addition there are thousands of classes taught by 
the monks. Every village has its monastic school, and 
such boys as do not go to the other schools attend it. 
The girls dare not come near the monasteries, for the 
priest who would touch or talk. with a woman would be 
defiled. It is a part of the duty of the monks to teach, 
and they charge no tuition. The boys—are taught to 
read and write, and they learn elementary arithmetic. 
They study out loud and commit to memory the pray- 
ers and hymns of Lord Buddha. They are supposed to 
pray night and morning, one of their morning prayers 
reading as follows: : 


“How great a favor has the Lord Buddha bestowed 
upon me in showing me his law, by the keeping of 
which I may escape hel] and secure my salvation.” 

At the close of their schooling many of the boys go 
into the monasteries for a time and some stay there all 
their lives.

Babo- 
quivari means high, slender peak. It is about 8000 feet 
above sea level. 

Now, about this time, of course, there were giants in 
the land, or these mountains never could have been 
built. There were also giants in the animal world; 
among them was Penacarte. A Penacarte in our degen- 
erate days is only about an inch long, being a black 
beetle who still follows the custom of his ancestors, his 
chief business in life being making balls of dirt and 
rolling them around. 

Now, this old Penacarte was one day rolling a ball 
of mud, about as big as a modern skyscraper, along the 
shores of the gulf, when he met a cimarron (mountain 
sheep) who told him of Moctezuma’s project. 

“So,” said he, old Moc is going to see all that goes 
on all over the world from his tower; watch me; I am 
going to build one that will make his tower look like 
thirty sea shells.” ; 

So he went to work rolling up balls of mud from the 
gulf until he had his tower 10,000 feet high.

told him of Penacarte’s boast.

They obeyed orders. When it was well covered, he 
ordered to set fire to it all around. This being done, in 
a very short time Penacarte’s castle was melted down 
until nothing remained but the balls of melted stuff 
which remain until this day, some of the stuff actually 
running off like melted metal for miles and miles 
around, leaving a ruin only 4000 feet high, which we call 
Penacarte. 


If this is doubted, any one can see for himself the 
proofs; Baboquivari can be seen from the steps of the 
Arizona University in Tucson, and the balls of melted 
material have been testified to by Mr. Hornaday as lying 
ull over and around Penacarte. But Mr. Hornaday, be- 
ing deceived by the scientists, called them volcanic sco- 
rial. 

This Moctezuma must not be confounded with the 
Moctezuma who reigned in Mexico when Cortez landed, 
and who was the hero of Bernal Diaz’s story, on which 
was founded Prescott’s beautiful historical romance, 
“The Conquest of Mexico.” 


Moctezuma comes from two Otomi words (the Papa- 
goes, Pimas, etc., call themselves Otomi,) moc, head or 
chief, tzuma, people or nations. Therefore, it simply 
means emperor or head chief of all the tribes or na- 
tions. 

This same Moctezuma or perhaps one of his success- 
ors, was a sort of Hercules or St. Patrick. He rid Quito- 
vac of a monster that terrorized the whole country. 


At that time Quitovac Lake was quite extensive, ex- 
tending for ten or eleven miles each way; now it is a 
little pond thirty or forty feet across. = | 

The Papagoes at that time lived at Chujubabi on the 
east end of the lake, but their hunter used to kill vari- 
ous kinds of game on the edge of the lagoon. Every 
now and then one of them would be devoured by a mon- 
strous brute that lived in the lake. 

He became so bold at last that he used to enter the 
Village and walk off with women and papooses. A spe- 
cial messenger was sent to Casa Grande to inform Moc- 
tezuma and imploring his aid to destroy the monster. 

Moctezuma got a new obsidian knife and came on to 
Quitovac. Next morning, after drinking an olla of tis- 


win, he went toward the monster's lair. On the edge of | 


the lake he saw the fearful beast with wide-open jaws 
come out. Moctezuma ran to meet him armed only with 
his great knife. The monster came on bellowing, his 
mouth large as the door of a tepi wide open. Mocte- 
zuma, nothing daunted, jumped right down the throat 
of the brute and, cutting his way out through the mon- 
ster’s stomach, left him dead on the lake’s banks. 

The monster’s bones lie there today, and I have one 
of his teeth. Several other teeth ‘are scattered around 
the bones. Some of them weigh fourteen pounds, and 
geologists maintain that they are the remains of a gi- 
gantic elephant of long-gone quaternary days; but, as 
I said before, they don't know a thing about it. They 
never saw the animal. Coyote’s ancestors did, and 
Coyote, being a simple Papago, cannot lie, like the white 
man—though sometimes he tries hard to do so.

The Supreme Court. 
A HaRp-WORKING BoD or ABLE 
AND CONSCIENTIOUS JURISTS.

HE passing of Associate Justice David J. Brewer 
T the ablest judicial body of America of 
one of its ablest members. 

In the beginning, when the government of the United 
States was an experiment, when the Senators and 
Representatives considered themselves the whole con- 
crete function, with the President as a public servant, 
the Supreme Court was looked down upon as a sort of 
fifth wheel to the governmental wagon. 

John Marshall jolted the statesmen severely with his 
decisions, and awakened them to a realization of the 

j fact that the framers of the Constitution had given to 
the Supreme Court supreme power over the legislative 
branch, in one particular. It was discovered to be the 
function of the Supreme Court to prevent the legislative 
branch of the government from proceeding to the enact- 
ment of legislation contrary to the letter and spirit of 
the Constitution. It was Chief Justice John Marshall who 
lifted the Supreme Court from the obscurity to which 
the politicians had consigned it, and compelled respect 

to its decisions, its dignity and its power.

UNCLE Sam SENDS ONE ABROAD TO 


SOLVE Foop PROBLEM. 

, By a Special Contributor. 

HAT is the matter with Uncle Sam's potato 

crop? 

This question has been bothering agricultural 

experts at Washington for a generation, and now Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wilson has taken definite steps 
toward finding out why, with America’s immense farm 
acreage, there are not enough potatoes being raised in 
this country to supply the demand. 

For the purpose of making an investigation of th 
potato situation abroad, Secretary Wilson has given 
Eugene H. Grubb of Carbondale, Colo., the post of “po- 
tato ambassador,” and Mr. Grubb is now on his way to 
Europe to find out why the farmers of Germany, Russia, 
France and England can raise more potatoes to the acre 


of potatoes to the acre as the average farmer in this 


country produces. 


“With cheap potatoes to fall back on, the people of 
this country need fear no meat famine. But the present 
price of potatoes in this country is absurd. In Germany 
| Potatoes are put to many uses, whereas we seem to 
think the potato’s usefulness is over when it figures as 
a table necessity. The Germans use their potatoes to 
make alcohol for commercial purposes. Dr. Wiley has 
estimated that 100 pounds of potatoes will produce ten 
pounds of alcohol. In other words, a bushel will pro- 
duce about six-sevenths of a gallon of alcohol. We 
ought to be producing enough potatoes in this country 


use expensive gasoline. In Germany, potatoes are even 
dried and used for feed. In fact, Europe seems to be 
far ahead of us in utilizing the tuber which we neglect. 

“I intend to visit the little island of Chila, off the 
coast of Chile—a bit of land about the size of the State 
of Rhode Island—where the potato culture is marvelous. 
Here is found the red potato known to the Argonauts 
of California as the potato that kept longer under all 
conditions than any other.

Mr. Grubb was selected for this important mission, 


„Advancement in knowledge of solls, and how to pre- 
serve their richness—such is the solution of the food 


which will probably take him a year, and which will 
call him to South America, as well as Europe, because 
he is regarded as the foremost potato expert in the 
United States—not an expert of the laboratory class, 
but a plain, practical farmer, who has been working out 
the potato problem on his ranch in Colorado for twenty | 
years, and who has achieved practical results that have 
‘astounded the world. Mr. Grubb’s ranch is on the west- | 
ern slope of the Rocky Mountains, at the foot of Mount | 
Sopris. Here he has succeeded in working wonders 

with the potato, and in evolving such remarkable varie- 
ties of “spuds” that he has won high praise from Lu- 
ther Burbank for his scientific accomplishments. 


Not alone has Mr. Grubb attracted the attention of 
scientists through his wonderful work with the humble | 
potato, but he is the father of the “American horse” 
idea, which the Department of Agriculture is now work- 
ing out in a practical way at Fort Collins, Colo. He in- 
terested Secretary Wilson in the idea of evolving an 

American type of carriage horse—a type that would 
thrive among American environments and that would 
save the millions that are paid annually to foreign horse 
breeders to replenish the better grades of stock in this 
country. This experiment has now been in practical 
operation several years, and ‘s proceeding so satisfac- 
torily that the genuine “American type” of carriage 
horse may be said to have arrived, and in less than a 
generation the United States will have a native horse 
that will challenge the English hackney for style and 
all other qualities that go to make an admirable carriage 


The potato mission on which Mr. Grubb has started is | 
of even greater importance than his work for the devel- 
It directly concerns 
the pocket-book of every wage earner in the country, 
for the price of potatoes is bound to advance unless 
some means is found to increase the yield. For thirty 
years the consumption of potatoes in this country has 
been about three and one-half bushels per capita, but 
the supply has not kept pace with the demand. It will 
surprise the average individual to learn that we import 
about one-quarter of the potatoes consumed in this 
country, but such is a fact. 


“The only possible solution of the food problem in 
this country,” said Mr. Grubb, before starting on his 
mission, “is to increase the productivity of

problem in America. We have been wasteful ot our 
soils, which were the best in the world. First we im- 
poverished the soil of New England, and then we moved 
gradually west, taking the best and wasting it with 
prodigal hand, until now we have no more new lands to 
despoll and are face to face with the question of mak- 
ing the best possible use of the old acreage. Europe has 
faced this problem for centuries, and has solved it, if 
one is to judge from the immense crops European farm- 
ers grow on à restricted acreage. The potato is only 
one of the many things we must cultivate better and 
with greater scientific attention—but it is one of the 
most important factors to.be considered.” 


In the course of his practical experiments on his 
Mount Sopris farm at Carbondale. Mr. Grubb has 
evolved potatoes that are of uniform size, and that have 
thin skins and shallow eyes—points that any house- 
keeper will appreciate. These potatoes will yield heav- 
ily under scientific cultivation. Mr. Grubb has made 


no secret of his methods, but has been engaged in a sort |. 


of evangelical work that has extended to many States. 
Western railroads have engaged him to instruct new 
settlers along their lines in getting larger and better 
potato crops. The New York Central Railroad officials 
have called him in consultation, in their work of re- 
storing the yield of the “worked out” farms of New 
England. The “Grubb potatoes” have been in keen 
demand among the leading railroads of the country for 
their dining-car service, and Mr. Grubb could make 
himself immensely wealthy by keeping his potato knowl- 
edge to himself and supplying the demand that has 
arisen for his products.

POETESS-QUEEN Is Brest BUSINESS 
WOMAN IN EUROPE. 


From a Staff Correspondent. 


UCHAREST (Roumania) March 28.—No other 
woman, and certainly no other Queen, enjoys such 
e popularity as Carmen Sylva, the poetess Queen of 


Any one who travels in the country must ask: “What 
is the secret of this immense popularity?” The answer 
is that although she is an Austrian by birth and, till she 
went to live in Roumania, did not know either its lan- 
guage of its customs, she set herself to study both, and

with such ess that she speaks Roumanian like a 
native, has some the best authority on most of the 
country's problems, and has founded all manner of in- 
stitutions by which the natural talents and resources of 
the country, almost dead when her husband began to 
reign, are now flourishing. 182 
She is the best business woman in Europe, and it is 
due to her clever advertising of the resources of her 
country and to her own popularity as an author that lit- 
tle Roumania, formerly one of the most insignificant 
spots on the map of Europe, has become one of the best- 
known and most prosperous. Her head is so full of 
ideas and new schemes that one catches oneself wonder- 
ing if she is not an American, yet she has never been 
to America in her life. : 
One of her ideas was to use the Roumanians’ talent 
for embroidery as a commercial asset for the country, 
which, by the time it had freed itself from the Turkish 
yoke, was almost bankrupt. Carmen Sylva opened a 
workroom where the peasants could obtain materials 
for their embroidery and sell it at a fair, living wage. 
The work was then sent abroad, and the profits divided 
among the workers. She also opened shops where peas- 
ants can sell their work, which includes carpets, rugs, 
homespuns, chair coverings, table cloths, clothing of all 
kinds, and crockery. What is not sent to Germany and 
Austria is disposed of at home. Hundreds of peasants 
have been able thereby to free their land from debt, to 
buy more, to rebuild their cottages and to educate their 
children. Thanks to their Queen, they have revived the 
silk industry, which was entirely forgotten when the 
Turks ruled, or rather oppressed, Roumania. But Car- 
men Sylva opened a weaving school for peasant girls, 
gave them simple but practical looms which they can 
work at home, brought teachers to show them how to 
make good, wide silk and linen, offered prizes for the 
best-made stuffs and scattered these expert weavers in 
various parts of the country where they, in turn, teach 
their neighbors. She has, attached to this school, an 
agency for the sale of silk to the foreign factors at 
much better prices than the peasants could obtain in 
the country districts. 
And Carmen Sylva nas energy as well as ideas. No- 
body in the kingdom works harder than the Queen. 
By 9 o'clock she is at her desk, winter and summer, 


has founded, and takes a personal interest in all the 
inmates of her homes and orphanages. She knows ex- 
actly what is going on and frequently visits all these 
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places, talking to everybody and finding out exactly 
what each person wants. In addition to all this work, 
she has always some book in hand and often the super- 
vision of a translation as well. The day is spent on 
her public work and her correspondence; the night on 
her literary work. She types all her correspondence 
herself, and uses three machines—for the Roumanian, 
French and German languages respectively. Besides 
this, she reads, on an average, one book a day and ar- 
ranges receptions and private concerts in the palace 
several times a month. When one remembers that Her 
Majesty is over 60, anr far from robust in health, one 
can only ask: “How does she manage it?’ 

Many stories are told of her wonderful memory. She 
never forgets a face, and, people say, rarely forgets a 
conversation. A distinguished foreign general not long 
ago visited the Roumanian court, after a lapse of twenty 


smile and said: 

“Now, General, we will continue the argument we be- 
gan twenty years ago about bimetallism. You said then 
that——” And here followed the principal points of 


their last conversation. It was scarcely strange that 
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the general had forgotten even the conversation. But, 
on returning home he looked up his diary, and there, 
sure enough, was an entry, twenty years old, with an 
account of his visit to the Roumanian court, and the 
remark: “Her Majesty graciously talked to me about 
bimetallism, a subject we are both much interested in.”

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Hatteras, the Stormy. 


BURDENED BY NATURE AND HIs- 
TORY WITH BaD REPUTATION.

HENEVER a vessel becomes stranded at Cape 
Hatteras and is gradually broken to pieces by 
the incessant pounding of the heavy waves which 
exist there, it is generally reported that the vessel’s 
‘timbers were splintered on the bleak shores and rocks 
of Hatteras. Hatteras, therefore, suffers the burden of 
all evildoers; its reputation for cruelty has spread 
far and wide, and there is no limit to the bad things 
which may be said or believed of it, for in describing 
this part of the North Carolina coast, our geographers 


on 


coasl 


do not mention its construction more than to say that 
it is a distinct promontory, dangerous on account of 
its shoals. 


In certain senses Hatteras is a bleak shore, and in 
some parts a barren one, containing all of nature’s 
strenuosity told of it. From Nag's Head southward 
nearly sixty miles to the cape, it is nothing more than 
a bare strip of sand varying in width from a half-mile 
to a mile, and but a few feet above mean high water. 
South of the cape, however, Hatteras Island looks like 
a fairyland of tropical growth where the bleakness is 
confined to the immediate coast line. There it is three 
miles wide and nearly down to Hatteras town is dot- 
ted with huge sand hills and ridges that are covered 
by a dense growth of pines and holly. And beneath it 
all is sand. With the exception of a few stones im- 
ported there by the lighthouse authorities and a de- 
funct lumber company, there isn’t a rock on the whole 
island. 

But it is this sand which makes Hatteras the most 
dreaded spot on the Atlantic Coast for mariners, be- 
cause it extends many miles offshore from the cape un- 
der water, and it is these great submarine mounds 
the deathbed of many a good ship, which give the lo- 
cality the reputation of being the graveyard of the At- 


lantic. 


The larger of the two shoals, known as the Outer 
Diamond, lies about twelve miles off shore and covers 
an area equal to about two square miles. The Inner 
Diamond, smaller but more lumpy and irregular, lies 
closer in shore. But though these hidden creatures of 
destruction are sand, they have proven to be more dan- 
gerous than rocks in that they constantly shift their 
position and form with the changing winds and cur- 
rents, a trait which signifies to mariners that it is the 
dreaded quicksand. If a pole is thrust down into it, 


it is gripped and held as if by a human vise, and if left 


alone, it will be gradually sucked under. 

It can be imagined, then, how quickly and with some- 
thing akin to fiendish glee, these traveling sands fill in 
along a luckless ship’s keel the moment it strikes. But 
few cases are recorded wherein it has not marked the 
ship’s end. When not battered to pieces, the hulk re- 


struck, settling slowly in the soft sand which literally | 


becomes its grave. 

On a mild day with a smooth sea running, it is pos- 
sible to look down through the clear water and watch 
the quivering of the Outer Diamond. At the present 
time nearly a dozen vessels are still visible, among 
them the British steamship Ariosto, wrecked barely ten 
years ago; the American steamer Northeastern, 
stranded in 1905, and the latest victim, the German 
steamship Brewster, which struck last December. 


There have been two attempts to build a lighthouse 
on the Outer Diamond shoal. But Hatteras has so far 
defied mankind to rob it of its one claim to notoriety, 
however much that whim may cost the sailor, and 
backed by storms and the consequent violent seas, it 
ended both attempts in disastrous failure, even after 
both caissons had been sunk and apparently made fast. 
At present, the government spends over $10,000 annu- 
ally to keep a lightship on the outer edge of the Outer 
Diamond, doing all that human agency can devise to 
warn the mariner of his lurking foe. 


Hatteras seems to have been stormy even in its first | 


days of habitation. The first white men known to 
have set foot on its shore were the members of Sir 
Walter Raleigh’s ill-fated first colony of settlers. They 
landed in the latter part of the sixteenth century, and 
finally settled on Roanoke Island in the sound. In a 
few months their ship went back to England for more 
colonists and supplies. When it returned several years 
later, not a sign of the original colony nor of human 
life could be found. The disappearance remained a 
mystery to the new colonists until a few months later, 
when they were attacked by the Croatan Indians and 
driven off. 

Edward Teach, pirate, known today as Black Beard“ 
and in those days as the “Living Devil,“ came along in 
1719 and added more strife to the record of Hatteras, 
for it was there that this celebrated villain made his 
headquarters. Teach was known to have been the 
most fiendish and barbarous of marine highwaymen. 
After a round of rich hauls, he sailed from Charleston 
in the summer of that year with two ships each under 
the command of his supposed partners, Richards and 
Hands. The latter commanded the Trent, a small ves- 
sel which accompanied the fleet for what reason none 
knew but Teach himself. 

It transpired that on the voyage northward Teach 
planned to break up his large company, secure the 


booty, which amounted to more than 15,000 pounds 


sterling, and divide it among a favored few. Conse- 
quently, just before he sighted Hatteras he made for 
Topsail Inlet, as it was then called, ostensibly to clean 
ship. He ran aground as if by accident, and called his 
two ships to his assistance. The Revenge, commanded 
by Richards, ran aground also, and Teach transferred 
his booty, himself and his forty favorite hands to the 
Trent. He sailed on and left the Revenge where it lay, 
and the following morning set some of the original 
crew of the Trent ashore on a small island south of 
Hatteras. On Hatteras Island he disposed of all but 
his selected few by creating murderous fights among 
them, and finally by slaughtering the remainder him- 
self. 

An instance of Teach’s ferocity occurred just after he 
had established his headquarters at Hatteras. One 
night aboard his ship he said to three of his men: 
“Come, let us make a hell of our own and try how long 
we can stand it.” 


He descended to the hold with the three men, who 
dared not refuse his whim, closed up the hatches, and 
ignited several pots of sulphur and other combustible 
matter. The men almost suffocated, and after a time 
they cried for air. Teach finally let them out, but he 
was much pleased that he had held on the longest. 

On another occasion, while sitting in his cabin with 
two of his lieutenants, he drew his two pistols under 
the table and cocked them. Then with a diabolical 
grin he suddenly fired, inflicting a wound on Capt. 
Hand’s knee which lamed him for the rest of his days. 

Teach buried his treasure in one of the big hilis in 
the center of the island, and continued his depredations 
on shipping along the immediate coast. In the mean- 
time, Richards had sugeseded in floating the Revenge 
and had arrived in the James River, where he held a 
consultation with Lieut. Maynard, of the King’s navy, 
and on November 17, 1719, Maynard sailed on a hunt 
for Teach. He found the pirate lying inside Hatteras 
Inlet. Teach had heard the reports of Maynard's quest, 
and had prepared for battle. That night he went ashore 
and drank himself and his men into a frenzy. In the 
early morning Maynard sailed into the inlet, and soon 
after went aground in the shallow water of the sound.

OR a number of years in the time of the buffalo, 
Joseph Kipp & Co. conducted a large 
on the Missouri about 200 miles below Fort Benton, 
Mont. Here they got the trade of the Blackfeet, 
amounting to several thousands of buffalo robes a sea- 
son. The Crows, however, would not come that far 
north of the Yellowstone, although at the time there 
was treaty of peace in force between them and the 
former tribe. The result was that the company built a 
post for the Crow trade on Flat Willow Creek, a stream 
midway between the Missouri and the Yellowstone, and 
placed one of their most trusted employés, Eli Guardipe, 
in charge of it. His assistants were Dan Fitz Patrick 
and Skunk Cap, the latter a half-blood, and a Blackfoot 
boy named Apsi (The Arrow) and myself, also a boy at 
that time. The men were contented enough; they loved 
to swap sugar and tobacco, ammunition, and trade 
cloth and beads for buffalo robes, and jest and haggle 
with the Indians over the price for their furs. But 
trading-post life palled upon Apsi and me. The even- 
ings were well enough, when we sat before the great 
fireplace roasting buffalo tongues and listening to the 
older men’s tales of stress and adventure, but in the 
daytime the big sunlit plains and blue-sided mountains 
were always calling us. Eli appreciated how we felt, 
and was a generous master; more than once when we 
were really needed inside he would make the excuse 
that the meat supply was low and send us out to kill 
more. | 
An unexpectedly heavy trade three or four days in 
succession lowered our stock of ammunition so much 
that it became necessary to get more out from the Mis- 
souri River post without delay. Here was another 
chance for us to get away from the routine of barter. 
It was Skunk Cap who should have gone after the stuff, 
but Eli listened to our pleading, and after some hesi- 
tation consented that we should go in his place. When 
we found how we were to go, the outlook for a care-free 
jaunt across the plains was certainly clouded; he said 
that we would have to take a two-horse team and 
wagon, and haul ten bales of buffalo robes in to the 
main post. I never knew a plainsman who liked to

The team became fright- 
ened at the strange object and stopped, fidgeting and 
trembling, and still the man sat there immovable in 
the trail, looking at us steadily over the edge of his 
robe. The situation was uncanny; I heard Paiota give 
a little wall of distress.

Still the person did not move; the horses began to 
jump in their traces, and Apsi told me to do something.

and therefore an enemy of the Blackfeet. I may as 


well explain here that these two tribes are Algonquin, 
but they have been so long separated from the parent 
stock that their languages are entirely different except 
in grammatical structure. Weither will believe that 
they are of common origin. After the advent of the 
Hudson Bay Company in the Northwest, a sort of treaty 
was made between them so that they could both trade 
at the company’s post. The result was that they fre- 
quently camped together, and there were even inter- 
marriages during successive intervals of peace. Many 
of the Crees learned the language of the Blackfeet, but 
the latter never spoke Cree, nor any foreign language. 
Regarding all other tribes as their inferiors, they con- 
sidered it beneath their dignity to speak the despised 
tongues. The Blackfeet always were a haughty and 
arrogant people. At the time of my story there was 
bitter war between them. Several years before, where 
the town of Lethbridge, Alberta, now stands, the Crees 
had attacked a Blackfeet camp and been repulsed with 
the loss of 200 of their number, and there had been no 
subsequent renewal of peace. 


We were surprised to see that this man was a Cree. 
Apsi made a move to raise his rifle and shoot him, but 
Otahki seized his arm and ordered him to listen. The 
Cree had raised both hands, the sign for peace, and was 
saying in understandable Blackfoot: “Have pity on 
me. I am very poor; very weak and hungry.”

The Cree probably understood why he was not asked 
to ride, and walked leisurely in the trail of the wagon 
now rolling rapidly down the long slope to the creek. 
It was because we wanted to have a chance to talk 
about him. We reached the camp ground half an hour 
ahead of him, and had ample time for the purpose. It 
was agreed that we would take no chances with him. 
To make sure that none of our horses would be missing 
in the morning, Apsi was to remain awake the first halt 
of the night and I the latter half. 

ven in summer, Big Crooked Creek was a miserable 
camping-place. The water was alkaline; the low 
banks afforded little protection from the wind, and 
there was no fuel except a few buffalo chips, and roots 
of sage that burned like tinder and were gone. While

A NATIONAL MEMORIAL TO THE 
ANISHING Racr.”

NDICATIONS are that before the termination of the 
present session of Congress the necessary legisla- 
tion will be enacted providing for a national memo- 
rial to the North American Indian. The bill, which 
was introduced in the House by Representative Goul- 
den of New York and in the Senate by Senator Depew, 
carries no appropriation, but provides that there shall 


be erected on some government reservation in the Har- 
bor of New York, by Rodman Wanamaker and others, 
a suitable statue to the memory of the Indian. The 
bill further provides for the creation of a commission 
with full authority to select a site and an appropriate 
design and to contract for and superintend the erection 
of the monument. 

The Indian, the original proprietor of the lordly do- 
main out of which has been carved the greatest repub- 
lic on earth, unquestionably has played a more promi- 
nent part in the pages of American history than any 
of the influences which we have commemorated in en- 
during marble and bronze, and yet, nowhere in the 
country has there been erected a fitting tribute to the 
First American. 


There are a number of Indian monuments in the 
various States, prominent among them that of Sacaja- 
wea, the Indian girl who guided Lewis and Clark on the 
expedition which gave the Northwest to the world. A 
colossal statue of this Shoshone maiden stands in one 
of the public parks in Portland, Or., and the women of 
North Dakota are raising money to build a monument 
in her honor in their Capitol grounds at Bismarck. 
She was the guide and interpreter of the famous expe- 
dition, protecting the party from hostile Indians, se- 
curing for them food and horses when they had neither, 
and saving their records and lives at the risk of her 
own. Pocahontas, the savior of Capt. John Smith and 
the Virginia colony at Jamestown, has also been re- 
membered by a monument recently completed, and in 
various towns throughout the country are statues in 
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memory of individual Indians who served the early 
settlers in some way during pioneer days. 

Probably the most fitting Indian memorial ever 
erected in this country was placed on the summit of 
an ancient burial mound of the Iroquois Indians near 
Otsego, N. V. Upon the plain white marble slab is 
carved this most touching inscription: 


White man, greetings! We, near whose bones you 
stand were Iriquois. 

“The wide land which now is yours was ours. 

“Friendly hands have given back to us enough for 
a tomb.” : |

Some of the most powerful and pathetic appeals ever 
made in Washington have been made by chiefs of vari- 
ous tribes protesting against the ever-narrowing bor- 
ders of their hunting grounds. Among the most force- 
ful of these orators may be mentioned Chief Joseph of 
the Nez Perces. He had a deep sense of eternal right- 
eousness and of the deadly wrongs his people suffered 
at the hands of white men. Driven from the hunting 
grounds of his fathers, moved back and forth over the 
country in spite of promises made by representatives 
of the government, he finally grew to understand the 
hopelessness of achieving his heart’s desire, to return 
with his people to Wallowa Valley, though he never 
ceased to make his plea for justice. 


Have you ever been in Wallowa, that beautiful valley 
of Winding Waters? It is America’s Switzerland. Its 


lofty mountains rear their heads so high that a snow 


mantie rests there all the year round. Their feet are 
in lakes that rival Luzerne. Down the steep slopes, 
through narrow-walled cafions, where the sunlight 
never enters, the streams come rushing like cataracts. 
In their cold ripples, the gamey trout lurks expectant 
and eager to give battle for his life when the angler 
temps him with the hook. In the fall the salmon in 
countless numbers leap the waterfalls and are caught 
and dried by the Indians for winter food. On the for- 
ested slipes, in shadowy ravines, and over the rolling 
hills the deer and elk, the grizzly and the cinnamon 
bear, and the wary mountain sheep abound. It is a 
game paradise, with rich pastures for ponies. 

It was in this valley that the grandfather of Chief 
Joseph welcomed the daring explorers, Lewis and Clark. 
Speaking of them, Joseph said: They talked straight, 
and our people met them with a great feast. All the 
Nez Perces made friends with Lewis and Clark and 
promised to let them pass through the country and 
never to make war on white men. This promise the 
Nez Perces never broke. 


Chief Joseph died a few years ago of homesickness, 


but many of his sayings are still remembered. Upon 
his surrender to Gen. Miles he said: “God made me 
an Indian, but not a reservation Indian. You might as 
well expect the river to run backward as that any man 
who was born free should be content when penned up 
and denied his liberty. Oh, let me be a free man! Free 
to travel, free to stop, free to work, free to trade where 
I choose, free to choose my own teachers, free to fol- 
low the religion of my fathers, free to think, talk and 
act for myself, and I will obey every law or submit to 
the penalty.” 

Many another chieftain made equally futile appeals 
against the overwhelming tide of civilization, but gone 
are the hunting grounds and battle flelds; gone the wig- 
wam and council fire. Where once the red man 
claimed a kingdom, farmhouses and villages, mills and 
factories dot the landscape. Where once upon the clear 
air rang out the cries of the war dance, or mingled with 
the winds of the forest drifted weird and low the chant 
of the braves, the laughter of white children at their 
play in the schoolyard or the peal of bells calling men 
to worship the white man’s God ring out across the 
morning. 3 

“A survival of the fittest,” the practical man will say, 
and he may be right. From the viewpoint of close as- 
sociation with the red man, his faults are apt to be 
magnified and his virtues forgotten, but when the last 
member of the vanishing race shall have folded his 
blanket about him and passed beyond the Great Divide 
We may remember the Indian as he has ever been, 
— loyal, self-sacrificing, and honorable to a marked 

egree. 

Gen. Miles, the veteran of many Indian wars, has 
said: “The whites have broken every treaty they ever 
made with the Indians, but the Indians never broke a 
treaty they made with the whites.” Col. Cody, better 
known as Buffalo Bill, said: “I have known the In- 
dian since I was a baby. I have known him in war and 
in peace, and I have known him to be always honorable 
in war or peace.” 

The commission provided for in the bill now before 
Congress is to consist of the chairman of the commit- 
tees on Library of the House and Senate, the secreta- 
ries of State, War, Navy, and Interior, the United States 
Attorney-General, and Robert C. Ogden of New York. 
Mr. Wanamaker's original impulse was to furnish the 
money for the statue, but it is the general opinion that 
it should be a gift of the people of the entire country. 
Various societies and the tribes of the Order of Red 
Men throughout the country have already asked to be 
allowed to contribute to the fund, and as soon as the 
bill is passed, arrangements will be made to allow all 
who desire to take part in the movement.

The King’s Physicians. 3 
SomE INTERESTING Facts ABouT { 
THE Docrons. 

From M. A. P. 


N all there are twenty-five physicians and surgeons 
6 to the royal household. Ot these, however, 

tour are appointed in Ireland and an equal number 
in Scotland, and would, in the event of their services 
being required, only be called upon to attend the King 
when the court happened to be in Ireland or Scotland. 


There are five physicians altogether specially appointed 
to attend King Edward, but Sir Francis Laking, one 
of the physicians-in-ordinary, is His Majesty's most fre- 
quent medical adviser. ; 


The King sees one of the household physicians 
day; but the interview is a mere matter of form and © 
lasts but a few minutes. The fact, however, that the 
interview has taken place is noted in the medical diary 
in charge of the physicians-in-ordinary, in which is 
kept a daily record of His Majesty's health — 


His Majesty most happily enjoys extremely good 
health, and there are few of his subjects less liable to 
minor indispositions than the King. It is doubtful if 
King Edward, since his accession, the occa- 
sion of his severe illness at the time of the coronation, 
has had to cance] 1 per cent. of his numerous public 
and private engagements on account of indisposition; 
this is a remarkably happy record when it is borne in 
mind that there are few days in the year, except when 
His Majesty pays his annual visit to Marienbad, that 
the King does not keep a number of social and public 
engagements. 


In the event of the King suffering from any illness, 
however slight, which confines him to his room, one of 
the physicians-in-ordinary remains what is known as 
“on call” day and night. The physician on call must 
be ready to visit the King at a moment’s notice. Usu- 
ally he remains at his own house while on call, but if 
the illness were of at all a serious nature he would stay 
at Buckingham Palace, or wherever the King might be. 

When the King’s indisposition is sufficiently serious 
to confine him to his room, he is visited three times a 
day by one of the physicians-in-ordinary; if confined to 
his room for.a longer period than forty-eight hours, 
bulletins must be signed by two physicians, and a copy 
of each bulletin is entered in the medica] diary. 


Should His Majesty not be quite convalescent after 
forty-eight hours, the bulletins would, in addition to be- 
ing issued to the public, be wired to the chief courts in 
Europe. 

All medicines made up for the King or are 
most carefully checked in the dispensing t. 
Double the required quantity is made up, and one-half 
is then carefully analyzed by the checker, so that it is 
literally impossible for any mistake to occur in the 
compounding of the medicine. Medicine for royalty is 
always made up in new bottles, and no bottle is ever 
used twice. , 

In addition to the physicians and surgeons-in-ordi- 
nary appointed to attend the King, there is also a phy- 
sician to the household, a position held by Sir Thomas 
Barlow, who attends any resident members of the royal 
establishment that may require his advice or aid. 

The nurses who minister to royalties when they are 
ill are usually selected from a well-known nursing home 
in the West End. A nurse at Buckingham Palace is 
treated with extreme kindness and consideration. There 
are always two to attend on a royal patient, each re- 
maining on duty for only four hours at a time. 

A comfortable private sitting-room is provided for 
the nurses; they are allowed to order exactly what they 
please for meals, and one of the palace servants is de- 
tailed especially to wait on them. , 

Her Majesty, of course, takes the greatest possible in- 
terest in the nursing profession, and has done 4 great 
deal to raise it and elevate the whole tone of it. The 
Queen is a firm believer in the value of fresh air, both 
in good or ill health, and the rooms at Buckingham Pal- 


‘ace—and indeed at all the royal residences—are kept 


extremely well ventilated, and the air in them is always 
fresh. 

There is no one, by the way, who is more in the hands 
of his doctors than the King when he is ill, and of 
course a very grave responsibility is thrown on his med- 
ica) advisers. Even during a slight indisposition His 
Majesty is prohibited from attending personally to his 
correspondence, except the most private letters, or over- 
fatiguing himself in any way. To the rules which his 
physicians may lay down the King cheerfully yields obe- 
dience, but very happily stringent rules have rarely to 
be enjoined. 

Neither of Their Majesties ever travels unaccompa- 
nied by a medical attendant, except when going to 
Windsor Castle or Sandringham, to which residences of 
royalty physicians are attached. But when Their Maj- 
esties travel abroad, one of the physicians-fn-ordinary 
invariably is included in the royal suite. 


Interesting Imports. 

Leeches are enumerated by the Bureau of Statistics un- 
der its general head of animals imported, the total value 
of the imports of this species in 1908 having been $5341; 
in 1907, $6992; in 1906, $4494; in 1905, $3862; in 1904,

EVERAL persons have written concerning the con- 

centrated chemical fertilizer recommended on this 

page two weeks ago. It is asked how much wate: 
should be used; if it is a complete plant food; if it is 
to be used with other plant foods heretofore advised, al- 
ternated with them or used in place thereof. One very 
intelligent gardener, who seems to know whereof he 
speaks, claims it is not a complete fertilizer. 

It is not a complete plant food nor was such a claim 
made for it. Several other plant foods have from time 
to time been herein prescribed and should be used as 
directed. The plant tonic recommended was intended 
for use in place of the usual nitrate of soda which is 
more extensively used alone than in combination with 
other chemical fertilizing elements. Nitrate is the most 
important element of plant food, and the one most gen- 
erally deficient in the soil, and it is for these reasons 
nitrate of soda is so wonderfully effective. The drug-

store tonic prescribed contained no phosphates, 
as the use of bone meal or bone flour is nearly 
as general as that of nitrate of soda and has many 
times been recommended in these pages. The writer 
has seen it in use in hundreds of homes. As bone meal 
is not readily soluble in water and a heavy per cent. 
totally insoluble, it would not prove profitable in a 
much concentrated fertilizer except the residue were 
used to apply to the soil also, though the latter could 
be profitably used in the garden where it would all be- 
come available to plants much quicker than in pot 
culture. 


It would, then, be as well to use the tonic published 
two weeks ago and apply afterward dressings of the 
finest bone meal obtainable. As several wish to use it 
as a plant food without the application of other liquids 
or matter it would be well to add to the chemicals noted 
two pounds of dissolved bone black, as but 2% per cent, 
only is insoluble in water. The other ingredients were: 
One pound nitrate of soda, one pound sulphate of am- 
monia and one and a half pounds of sulphate of potash. 
Together with the bone black it should be put in two 
quarts of water and well shaken until dissolved, or the 
whole placed on a stove until no settlings are left in 
the vessel. This is a good plant food, very well bal- 
anced, and not far from a complete fertilizer. There 
are many other elements used in complete fertilizers, 
but only the ingredients for plant tonics may be ob- 
tained at drug stores, and for this reason no other ele- 
ments were included. It is too much trouble for the 
home owner to obtain and mix his own fertilizing ma- 
terial, and the use of commercial fertilizers has scores 
of times been urged in these columns. Any one of or- 
dinary intelligence, by following the treatment for 
plants prescribed throughout the year will have abun- 
dant success. Do not forget how often the use of all 
your wood ashes has been advised. Their potash con- 
tent makes them worth from 57 to $11 a ton, and their 
lime content is also valuable. Well-rotted animal ma- 
nures should also be freely used, and the liming pre- 
scribed in this department two weeks ago should not be 
overlooked. Lime must not be applied with fertilizers 
or either immediately before or after their use. When 
your garden has not been manured for some time, use 
the lime, and allow it to be mixed with the soil for a 
month before applying more animal manures. 


the first are: Nitrate of soda, dried blood, tankage, fish 
scrap, cotton-seed meal and barnyard manure, and are 
valuable for nitrogen content in the order named, as is 
also true of the lists for phosphates and potashes. For 
phosphates we use: ground bone, superphosphate, bone 
tankage, and barnyard manure. For potashes many 
ashes are used, but all are of lesser value than sulphate 
of potash and muriate of potash. Barnyard manure, as 
usual, should be at the foot of the list. The latter is 
more valuable for amelioration of the physical condition 
of soils than for the plant food it contains, though the 
latter is a very important consideration. After all, 
physical condition of soils should first be made right 
or plant food is rendered largely useless. It was found 
by extensive experimentation that the average of the 
fertilizing elements taken from the soil by 100 field, or- 
chard and garden crops was as follows: Potash, 53 
pounds; phosphoric acid, 37 pounds, nitrogen, 23 pounds. 
Owing to a State law which is pretty well enforced 
through frequent inspections, we are safe in purchas- 
ing commercial fertilizers of Known brands, and these 
should be freely used in the garden. Mova

Will It Beat the White Dot? 


Late issues of the English poultry papers contain 
more or less laudatory notices of what they are pleased 
to term a new variety of a rather old breed, namely, 
the “White Faverolle.” Of this breed there are already 
three varieties, all popular in France and Belgium; the 
Salmon, the Light and the Black. The breed occupies 
much the same position in its native country that the 
Wyandottes and Plymouth Rocks do with us, and is 
rated as an all-purpose fowl. In body Faverolles are 
large, broad and deep; breast prominent with a deep 
keel; at the shoulders back broad and flat; wings rather 
small and carried well up; neck and head short and

Rhode Island Reds and Indian Runners. 


Reference has on more than one occasion been made 
to these two very excellent breeds, both of which are 
growing constantly in popularity. At the late Breeders’ 
Association Show, held in this city, the Rhode Island 
Red entry was the largest; the total number shown be- 
ing over 150 individual specimens. The quality 
showed marked improvement over exhibits of previous 
years, clearly indicating that the breed is becoming 
fixed and breeding more true to color of plumage and 
type as the years roll by. But beyond this the breed 
is also winning its spurs along economic lines; the 
young reach maturity rather quickly, are hardy and 
make a well-fleshed fowl, the color of meat and car- 
cass nearing to light yellow rather than white. The 
hens are good layers of deep brown-colored eggs, and 
are noted as good mothers. They make early broilers, 
and excellent soft roasters at from four to six months. 


The Indian Runner duck is no stranger to our land- 
scape, having been bred in Southern California for 
something like a dozen years. Its practical values are 
conceded. It is a splendid layer, often going as high 
as 200 eggs per duck per year, which continues with 
some fluctuation until the bird becomes five and six 
years of age. The eggs are a trifle smaller than the 
average duck fruit, and for this reason are often mar- 
keted with hens’ eggs. Flesh is of fine grain, juicy 
and well flavored. The breed is not addicted to sit- 
ting, and when bred in large numbers artificial incuba- 


tion is generally resorted to. They are hardy and the 
* young easily reared, making them essentially a utility 


breed. 
A Morning Stunt. | 


When dealing out the morning feed to poultry, what- 
ever it be, one should take notice of the last night’s 
droppings, and see that they are firm and healthy. If 


Soft, something is wrong, and must have remedy; if 


very soft, the remedy must be immediate. Cold, damp 
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thick; beak stout and of horn color; comb single and 
evenly serrated; wattles small and fine; all varieties 


have a distinctive beard and muffs standing out well; 


tail full and broad; legs of medium length; wide set, but 
not over heavy in bone; tails like the Dorking and 
Houdan, five in number; carriage is sprightly and ac- 
tive; in character the birds are docile and tame.

dan; a good layer; a good sitter, and a poor mother. 


Small of bone and blocky of form, it commends itself to 
the market poulterer. It is claimed for it that it rapidly 
puts on flesh, which is clear white, fine grained, and 
good flavor. Standard weights are males six and one- 
half to eight pounds; females five to seven pounds. 


The claim is made for the whites that they are pro- 


lific egg layers, and on account of their white plumage 
they dress better than the parti-colored varieties. The 
breast is long, deep and wide, carrying more than the 
usual volume of white meat. The chicks are hardy and 
easily reared, whether by artificial or natural methods, 
and at an early age forage for themselves. Pullets 
often lay at five months old, while surplus cockerels can 
be fattened up for table easily in fourteen weeks. They 
are not, as a rule, much addicted to broodiness, which 
is a consideration seldom to be avoided with the heavier 
breeds. They can generally be relied on to commence 
laying in the early autumn, and continue through the 
winter. 


Food for Little Chicks. 


It has been the experience of all the best breeders of 
today that dry feeding is preferable. No boiled egg, 
boiled milk and bread crumbs, or sloppy soft foods are 
given. A food of mixed seed and cracked grains comes 
in large or small quantities from the supply house, and 
with fresh water and green makes a complete ration.

Anti-Profanity Congress. 

An international congress against swearing and pro- 
fane language is to be held in Rome next month, and 
will be attended by representatives from almost all the 
anti-profanity leagues in the world. Strangely enough, 
Italy, which today is considered the country where 
swearing is most pr.. aun institution against 
swearing whic’. is seven centuries still flour- 
ishes in Florence under its old title of the Venerable 
Archconfraternity of Mercy. 


Toward the middle of the thirteenth century the Flor - 
entine porters used to congregate to drink and gamble 
in a wine shop on the Via Adimari, and they swore so 
much and so loudly that one of them, an old man named 
Piero di Luca Borsi, in the hope of saving his fellow- 
workers’ souls and at the same time putting a check on 
their profanity, proposed to impose a small fine on the 
swearers. His proposal was accepted and within a short 
time a large sum of money was collected, which it was 
decided should be used in some work of expiation. 

“In order that the money might benefit both the soul 
and the body,” says an old chronicler, “six stretchers 
were purchased and destined to each of the six quarters 
of the city, where a squad of porters was detailed to con- 
vey in them such persons as were il] to the hospitals or 


murdered to the cemetery. And each porter was enti- 
tled to take a coin from the fine box for every trip.” 
The institution still exists, and it counts among its 
members not only porters, but the most prominent citi- 
zens of Florence, as well as the King of Italy and the 
Archbishop.

On Monday at the Tokio Appeal Court, before Judge 
Miyamoto, a farmer named Gisel Haseba, 26 years old, 
convicted of murdering his parents-in-law and severely 
injuring his wife at Osatogori, Saitama prefecture, in 
1908, appealed from the judgment of the Urawa local 
i where he was sentenced to penal servitude for 
ite.

Origin of Name Minnesota. 

Noted antiquarians of St. Paul disagree as to the origin 
of the name of our State. It is claimed by some to be 
a Dakota word, meaning blearish or clouded water.

Stuntz, a skillful Chippewa scholar, advances the theory 
that it may be from that tongue. The Chippewas, he 
says, always name natural objects from some peculiar- 
ity connected with them.

Min-a-zota is applied by 
them indiscriminately to the Balm of Gilead and the 
cottonwood tree. The forests of cottonwood abounding 
in the Minnesota bottoms may have caused them to give

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FIELD NOTES. 

Practical Suggestions. 

HAVE a mall episode to relate, of some interest in 

itself and involving the broad idea of the value of 

farmers’ meetings. It is not known generally in the 
south that the Johnson grass is devastating thousands 
of acres of fine land in the San Joaquin and Sacramento 
territories, A considerable number of fine young orch- 
ards have been abandoned on account of the preva- 
lence of this grass, and a very large area of agricul- 
tural land also has been rendered more or less useless. 
In fact, the noxious weed peril, with this grass and the 
morning glory most menacing, will soon become a State 
issue if public effort is not concentrated against the 
outbreaks of these pests in certain places. 

The story I began to tell shows that public sentiment 
is awakening. I met a farmer recently on the street 
who is not afraid of Johnson grass. He said he had 
just purchased a large farm in one of the upper counties 
of the San Joaquin that he had been wanting for a 
long time. But it is covered with this grass, and he 

had decided not to purchase. While attending the fruit 
growers’ convention at Watsonville last December, he 
heard one of the speakers explaining how this pest could 
be cheaply and thoroughly controlled, and finauy exter- 
minated. One month later, he purchased the farm, and 
proposes to apply the methods advocated by the speaker. 

Of course there are some impracticable theories and 
undigested experiences set forth at these fruit growers’ 
meetings. But not to the extent formerly noticed. It 
is safe to say that these fruit conventions are now dom- 
inated by practical and successful men, and that the 
keynote of these conferences is business-like and effec- 
tive. The speaker who impressed the farmer in the 
above case is a “book farmer” of the right sort. He 
had secured every publication relating to the botany, 
habits and control of Johnson grass and mastered its 
contents. He then took to the field, advised with every 
farmer who had tried to destroy the pest, persuaded 
several land owners to apply the remedies and means of 
control and supervised these practices. Within two 
years he has become an authority upon local weed 

conditions, methods of eradication or control, and his 
advice is sought for in a score of communities. [ have 
tested his practical knowledge in several cases, and rely 
upon his judgment and availability. So I have related 
one incident showing the practical value of “book 
l’arnin’” coupled with common sense and another prov- 
ing the business value of horticultural conventions. 


Roadside Trees. 


IN one of the northern counties the Supervisors have 
caused to be planted a double row of American elm 
upon the road’s right-of-way. The trees will be placed 
as near the abutting property line as possible to give 
all the width possible to the highway. Objection to this 
act is made by an abutting land owner on the grounds 
that the trees in a few years will injure the productive- 
ness of his farm for a distance of many feet from the 
line— Here enters a conflict that perhaps will never be 
settled satisfactorily to both property owner and public. 
When the roadway was originally deeded to the county 
dy the owner, the easement was for roadway purposes 
only. Is the use of the highway for tree planting au- 
thorized by this easement? The abutting land holder 
still owns the land to the center of the road and has 
1 only abandoned its use for the purpose stipulated in 
Bs the deed. If the trees are within the provisions of the 
easement, they yet may be debarred on account of dam- 
aging land not included in roadway rights. Many deli- 
PR i cate questions may have to be decided in the legal battle 
1 that may follow this use of the highway to the detri- 
2. f ment of adjoining land. The time is coming when road- 
way, telegraph and telephone franchises will have to 
be drawn much more specifically. If the present suit 
reaches the Supreme Court upon constitutional points, 
8 we may hope the decision will blaze the way for more 
mien, Fo satisfactory franchises for roads and wires than is usu- 
2 ally provided under the present practice.

Pedigreed Walnuts.

no doubt tell where to get a few pedigreed scions. The 
State Commission of Horticulture has published a leaf- 
let upon walnut culture which will be sent free. It is 
from an address given by one of the Whittier officials. 
The large pear referred to must be the Alligator Pear, 
or Avocado. This fruit is attracting a great deal of at- 
tention, and every one should plant a tree in his back 
will justify, and the fruit pay if it 
good size and quality.

BOUT the year 1904, when the Scutellista were 
promising to exterminate all the black scale in the 
south, a sudden malady seized upon the Scutellista 


threatening their total destruction. Later investiga- | 


tion told the story of the killing of the black scale para- 
site, for myriads of miles known as Pediculoides ven- 
tricocus had attacked the Scutellista and apparently 
rendered futile the attempt to get it established in Cali- 
fornia. This mite with the hard name had never been 
found before in the State, although it had been described 
by an English scientist many years ago. The mite did 
not survive the winter of 1904-5, however, and soon the 
Seutellista regained its numbers and has not been seri- 
ously stricken by the ventricocus sfnce. | 

But a bad penny turns up somewhere, and so did the 
mite we are considering. It is a marvelous story I am 
about to give in brief, one of untold annoyance and suf- 
fering caused by this microscopic mite. Early last sum- 
mer thére occurred a virulent outbreak of an unknown 
skin disease among the farmers, grain and hay dealers, 
and in certain portions of the large cities. The terri- 
tory affected embraced the southern portions of Ohio, 
Indiana and [llinois. The victims suffered from erup- 
tions covering the entire body like a rash, only the le- 
sions were more painful and permanent. In one hotel 
in Philadelphia nearly a hundred people were afflicted; 
in numerous grain elevators the disease was general, 
and complaints came from thousands of farmers, mat- 
tress-makers and laborers all upon examination show- 
ing the effects of the “rash.” 

Finally a few physicians and economic entomologists 
made a more systematic study of the disease and discov- 
ered the culprit. It was the same Pediculoides ventri- 
cocus that had well-nigh obliterated the Scutellista in 
Southern California. The mite inhabited the wheat and 
barley straw of large grain areas, and in handling the 
straw, or sleeping upon mattresses every one had 
been attacked by the mite. Just as the production of 
a large number of Suctellista had caused the mite to 
multiply with us, so the prevalence of grain moth and 
joint worms had furnished food upon which the mite

Use ‘and Waste of Nitrogen. 


HE most costly part of fertilizing is the nitrogen, 

which is worth about three times as much per pound 
as the potash or phosphoric acid. In Bulletin 224 
Director Voorhees of the New Jersey Experiment Sta- 
tion, in his usual thorough and practical way, goes quite 
deeply into the nitrogen question. He says that while 
nearly one-half the fertilizer money is paid for nitro- 
gen, it is the element which is most easily lost or 
wasted. He finds that not more than 70 per cent. of the 
quantities applied, even in the best farm, is recovered in 
the crops, while on the other hand phosphoric acid and 
potash remain in the soil until taken out by the plants, 
thus in actual practice the nitrogen used by the crop 


costs four or five times as much per pound as the other 


two elements. The loss is caused by the readiness with 
which nitrogen dissolves and evaporates. Experiments 
reported by Director Voorhees show some advantage for 
nitrogen over nitrate of soda or nitrate of lime as com- 
pared with other sources such as ammonia, dried blood, 
ete. 


The, reason is that the other forms have to be 
changed into nitrate in the soil before the crops can 
use the nitrogen, and the chances are that in the proc- 
ess there is some loss before the crops can use all the 
material. Thus in certain experiments the crops used 
about 62 per cent. of the nitrogen in nitrate of soda, 
while in the form of ammonia and dried blood they ob- 
tained only 40 to 43 per cent. Of the nitrogen not used 
by the crop some is wasted and some is held in the 
soll until the next crop. But the quick availability of 
the nitrates is certainly an advantage ror this source 
of nitrogen, especially where the material is to be ap- 
plied by itself. As a matter of practice various sources 
of nitrogen are used in mixed fertilizers. While nitrate 
of soda seems to be considered cheapest and best merely 
as a source of nitrogen, such materials and sources as 
dried blood, meat, cotton-seed meal are useful in a spe- 
‘¢eial way as absorbents, and when mixed with chemi- 
cals they Improve the texture and make it possible to 
apply the fertilizers by machine-—[American Culti-

Opium-Poppy Culture. 
ONSUL THOMAS H. NORTON writes a comprehen- 
sive article on the culture of the opium poppy in

Fasting for the Cure of Disease. | 
F OLLOWING Associated Press dispatch from Seattle 


desiring personal 


was published in The Times under date of March 29: 

“A post mortem examination held today on the 

body of Earl Edward Erdman, aged 26, who died last 
night, after long abstention from food to cure indiges- 
tion showed that he had died of starvation. Erdman, 


a railroad civil engineer, had been treated three weeks 


for indigestion by a woman physician whose treatments 
involved eating no food. 


“Other patients of the woman doctor have died of 


- Starvation, it is said, but the Coroner says there is no 


law under which she can be prosecuted.” 

The woman physician here referred to is undoubtedly 
Dr. Linda Burfield Hazzard, mentioned later on in this 
article. 


Fasting for the cure of disease, or the improvement of 
health, has become quite a fad in this country during 
the past few years. Many remarkable cures of diseases, 
declared by medical men to be incurable, have been re- 
ported. 

The forty days’ fast of Jesus 2000 years ago, and the 
twice-repeated forty days’ fast of Dr. Tanner—now of 
Long Beach—about twenty-five years ago, have since 
then frequently been exceeded. Many have fasted over 
six weeks. A Chicago lawyer, three years ago, went 
sixty one days without food, and thus cured himself of 
a chronic stomach trouble. So far as the editor of the 
Care of the Body is aware, a hundred days of entire 
absention from food is so far the limit, and that has 
rarely been attained. All this goes to show how utterly 
idiotic and absurd is the commonly entertained idea 
that if you miss eating for a few days you will starve. 
Suffer to some extent you may, for the first few days. 
This comes from the irritation caused by the food par- 
ticles that remain undigested in the stomach, and the 
inflamed lining of the stomach. 

The average loss of weight during a fast is about a | 
pound a day. A fast is a thorough housecleaning. It is 
sometimes the only means of curing disease and saving 
life. There is a great difference between fasting and 
starvation. Starvation is compulsory abstinence accom- ' 
panied by worry while fasting is voluntary abstinence | 
with a quiet mind. That is why we sometimes read 
that sailors and prisoners have starved to death in ten | 
days or so. They have not starved to death. They | 
have worried to death, as proved by the fact that hun- | 
dreds of people have fasted six, seven, eight weeks or 
more, with much benefit. | 

The ancient churches recognized the value of fasting 
to purify the body and clear the mind, as do the re- 
ligionists of Hindoostan today. In ancient times a 
church fast was a real abstention from food. Today it 
is more of a farce than a fast. . 2 

More than any other man in this country, the late 


| Dr. Edward Hooker Dewey introduced and popularized

the idea of fasting. His book, “The Fasting Cure and 
the No-Breakfast Plan,” was reviewed here several 
years ago. (The Dewey books are published by the 
New York.) Dr. Dewey 
showed the remarkable fact that in a prolonged fast, 
while other portions of the body gradually decrease, the 
brain does not lose any weight at all, feeding itself at 
the expense of the body. From this he deduced the be- 
lief that the most malignant tumor may be absorbed 
into healthy brain tissue by means of a prolonged fast. 


Some people object té a fast, because they say that it | 
is a species of canniba 


the body feeds on it- 
self. Well, in that sense, we are all cannibals, for 
whether we fast or not, we are always feeding on our- 
selves. Every particle of food we consume has to be 


converted into blood and lymph— to become an intrin- 


sic part of our living bodies—before it can sustain life. 
Some recommend, in preference to an entire fast, a 


“fruit fast,” in which a person eats nothing whatever 


but fresh fruit in season. This may sometimes be pref- 
erable, especially where a person. is ill-nourished. In 
organic diseases it is the only way, but in some func- 
tional diseases an entire abstention from food is neces- 
sary to achieve the best results. 

Fasting, like anything else, may, of course, be over- 
done. For instance, it is the height of folly to take fre- 
quent fasts, and then to begin again to gorge. It 
of little use to fast unless, after the end of your fast, 
you adopt a temperate, rational mode of life. In oth 
words, as a writer on the subject has truthfully said: 
“Fasting is but a means to an end, a cleansing and rest- 
ing process that prepares the body for right living in 
future time. The cure is not accomplished until the 
individual himself, codperating with nature, completes 
what the fast began.” 

Dr. J. H. Tilden recently wrote as follows, in “A 
Stuffed Club:“ | 

“Fasting is the only remedy in some cases that will 
permit the system to throw off disease and come to a 
physiological equilibrium, but it is a mistaken idea that 


_ fasting cures disease. The cure is to come after the

fast, for the disease was brought on by wrong living, 
and fasting will not cure errors of life any more than 
any other so-called cure. After the fast has allowed 
the system to get rid of its superabundant load of by- 
products that have been left in the system because of 
imperfect oxidation, then the real cure is to begin. The 
patient is to be taught moderation in eating as well as 
correct eating, and this is to be balanced with the 
proper amount of exercise, correct breathing, sleeping, 
clothing, bathing, etc., and, neither last nor least, he 
must learn to govern his mind. Right mental poise is 
just as essential as correct bodily poise.” 

There are simple precautions that must be taken dur- 
ing a fast, in order to receive the full benefit and not 
suffer injury. For instance, elimination from the body 


must be well provided, through the bowels, the kidneys, 


and the skin. 


It is a mistake to suppose that fasts are only good for 
fat people, who weigh more than they should. On the 
contrary, thin, nervous, anemic people, who suffer from 


indigestion and lack of nutrition, are frequently much 


benefited by a prolonged fast. What is the use of con- 


tinually putting food into the stomach if it does not di- 4 


gest? These people are really suffering from starvation, 
although they may eat enough for three healthy men. 

For ordinary purposes—where there is no serious ail- 
ment, but a general lack of spring and efficiency—a few 
short fasts will be found highly beneficial. Omitting 
breakfast, and once a week fasting twenty-four hours, 
from the evening meal of one day to the evening meal 
of the next, is a good plan. In this way you cheat 
yourself by getting a twenty-four-hour fast, and yet do 
not miss eating for a day. 

We will now refer briefly to a few books that will 
prove of great service to those who think of contemplat- 
ing a fast: 

“Fasting for the Cure of Disease” is the title of a 
book of 180 pages by Dr. Linda Burfield Hazzard of 
Seattle, referred to at the beginning of this article. 
(Harrison Publishing Co., Seattle.) Dr. Hazzard makes 
a specialty of fasting for the cure of disease, and has 
treated by fasting during the past two years over 600 
persons, having lost only six, and in all of these cases 
an autopsy showed that death was inevitable. Dr. Haz- 
zard was a pupil of Dr. Dewey. In her foreword the 


author says: 


“Appetite is Craving; Hunger is Desire. Craving is 
never satisfied; but Desire is relieved when Want is 
supplied. 

“Eating without Hunger, or pandering to Appetite at 
the expense of Digestion, makes Disease inevitable.” 


This little book gives excellent advice. The chapter 


on diet is particularly good. 

“The Best Thing in the World—Good Health, How 
to Keep It for a Hundred Years,” is a book of 120 pages 
by J. Austin Shaw. (Published by Charles C. Haskell 
& Co., Norwich, Conn.) The author is a traveling rep- 
resentative of several large horticultural firms. Finding 
himself suffering from chronic ill-health, he decided to 
fast, and did so for forty-five days, while keeping up 
his arduous work as a traveling salesman. He reduced 
his excessive weight from 235 to 175 pounds. A month 
after his fast he was only two pounds heavier than 
when it closed. In this book he describes his experi- 
ences, in the shape of a diary. 

Edward Earle Purinton is a young man in whom the 
mental temperament strongly predominates. In one of 
his writings he suggests that he is insane. One would 
not think of disputing with a gentleman on a delicate 
personal subject like this. However, we know that 
there is a very narrow margin between genius and in- 
sanity. In a certain sense all men of genius are more or 
less crazy. 

In his book, “The Philosophy of Fasting” (published 
by Benedict Lust, No. 124 East Fifty-ninth street, New 
York,) Mr. Purinton sets forth the virtues of fasting for 
various purposes—for health, enjoyment, freedom, 
power, beauty, faith, courage, poise, virtue, spirituality, 
instinct, inspiration, and love. He also gives a “per- 
sonal prologue” and “twenty rules for sane fasting.” 

Describing a fast of thirty days, the author tells us 
that in the ten months immediately following the fast 
he transcribed over 200 poems, twenty-seven coming in 
a single week and eight in a single day. This unparal- 
leled volume of verse he attributes directly to the thirty- 
day fast. Before deciding whether this was a blessing 
or otherwise it would be necessary to inspect the poems 
which emanated from the author’s “aching void” in this 
brief period of time. | 

Mr. Purinton urges that during a fast one should plan 
congenial, but not compulsory, work. 

Last, but not least, on this subject, is a big book en- 
titled “Vitality, Fasting and Nutrition,” by Hereward 
Carrington. (Published by the Rebman Company, No. 
1123 Broadway, New York.) This is a book of 650 pages 
divided into five parts. The part relating to Vitality, 
Sleep, Death and Bodily Heat was reviewed here several 
months ago. It may be remembered that Mr. Carring- 
ton advances the revolutionary theory that heat and 
energy are not derived from food, but are renewed in 
the body from some mysterious outer force, during sleep, 
food being needed only to repair waste. In this he is 
not entirely alone, as some others have expressed the 
same idea. As stated by the editor of the Care of the 
Body in the review, this is going to an illogical extreme, 
as might easily be proved by living for a time on two 
ounces of pure gluten, when one would die sooner than 


it one were to eat nothing at all. However, it is a fact 
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laboratory, used for experimenting upon. The virus 


produced a fever never before discovered. Reduced and 
diluted to a one-billionth part, it will cause an infection 
that is sure death. After being kept on ice for two 
months, it is as deadly as before being chilled.” 

How exceedingly interesting and important. If there 
is one thing that the human race is badly in need of, 
it is a new poison—and next to that a new disease. 
How much animal torture was necessary to acquire this 
invaluable information? |

The “Argonaut” on Medical Tyranny. 


N the Care of the Body last week was reproduced a 

dispatch to The Times from Santa Cruz, announcing 
that a judge of the Superior Court had declared uncon- 
stitutional the State law making vaccination compul- 
sory for all children in the public schools of California. 
Commenting upon this decision, that sterling journal 
the San Francisco Argonaut—which, as will be seen, 
does not oppose vaccination—comments thus, under the 
heading, “Medical Tyranny at Watsonville:” 

“Judge Lucas F. Smith of Santa Cruz is to be con- 
gratulated upon his refusal to allow the State Board 
of Health forcibly to exclude a large number of chil- 
dren from the Watsonville schools upon the ground that 
such children have not been vaccinated. The law, says 
Judge Smith, is unconstitutional, inasmuch as it en- 
forces vaccination upon the children of public schools 
and pointedly exempts those who attend private schools. 
It is therefore class legislation that draws a distinct 
line between the rich and the poor, seeing that there 
are many parents who dislike vaccination and yet who 
cannot afford to pay for the immunity furnished by the 


| private institution. 


“The decision will of course be described as a blow at 
vaccination. It is nothing of the sort, or it would not 
be applauded by the Argonaut. Most intelligent people 
believe in vaccination, but most intelligent people are 
also beginning to frown severely uporm the medical leg- 
islator, the medical policeman, and the medical 
jailer. The decision is a rebuff to medical arrogance 
that tries, in the words of Judge Smith, ‘to compel, by 


| writ of mandate, another board of equal standing before 


the law to exclude children from public schools when 


there is no public necessity for so doing.’ 
“Medical legislators will have no one but themselves 


| to blame if they find a wave of public sentiment running 


strongly against them, and such a sentiment will react 
against the whole profession. The action of the San 
Francisco Board of Health shows the extent to which 


the official doctor will go when he finds a community 


weak enough or superstitious enough to yield to his 
persuasions. The effrontery with which the board of 
health demanded for itself and for its politically- 
appointed and unqualified assistants the right to pro- 
nounce a sentence of perpetual imprisonment against 
any poor consumptive wretch selected for the purpose 
is evidence enough of the danger incurred when the 
doctor begins to pass laws. It is true that this particu- 
lar demand was somewhat modified, but even in its 
modified form it remains a disgrace and an injury to 
the city. Judge Smith may feel that public opinion is 
behind him when he curtails the arrogance of the sci- 
entific tyranny which is capable of a relentless and re- 
morseless cruelty that could not exist for twenty-four 
hours but for the fostered superstitions and credulities 
that sustain it.” 


Incidentally, this furnishes another strong argument 
against the granting of more power to the political doc- 
tors, in the shape of a national Department or Bureau 
of Health.

N the April number of McClure’s, one of the best of 

the American magazines, was an interesting and valu- 
able article entitled “Some Modern Ideas on Food” by 
Burton J. Hendrick. Last year Mr. McClure spent some 
time at the Battle Creek Sanatorium, where he became 
greatly interested in the subject of rational diet. Since 
then he has, with some of his family and a part of his 
staff, adopted a reformed dietary. One result of his 
visit was the article above referred to, the author being 
specially detailed to make a thorough and careful in- 
vestigation of the subject. 

In the article the author goes into details in regard 
to the importance of thoroughly masticating food—

stating that medical “science” is gradually conquering 
all diseases. While some diseases have been lessened— 
not on account of medical “science,” but rather on ac- 
count of increased intelligence on part of the public— 
others, like cancer, have increased, and are 

with awful strides. Several eminent physicians have 
expressed the belief that this increase in cancer is 
largely due to the operations of medical “science” in 
pumping animal poisons into the human blood during 
the past half a century, in the effort to suppress other 
diseases. 

The author of the article also minimizes—in fact al- 
most ignores—the importance of the organic salts in 
food. In some respects this is the most important part 
of our foods. It may be described as the “soul” or “es 
sence” of food. The absence or partial removal of these 
organic salts is largely responsible for many of the ills 
that afflict poor humanity, and is undoubtedly the main 
cause of such diseases as leprosy, fish, also cocoanuts, 
being entirely lacking in iron. 

The author refers to the “three chemical types of 
food, protein, carbohydrate, and fat.” As to the or- 
ganic salts, he dismisses them thus curtly: “Outside of 
minute quantities of certain mineral salts,” etc. Again, 
he says: “Now the whole modern problem of nutrition 
of which we hear so much is essentially this: How 
much protein, and how much carbohydrate and fat are 
needed in the daily dietary?” 2
